Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under 
Section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  payments  v.'ill 
be  made,   in  connection  with  the  effectuation  of  the  purposes  of  section  7(a) 
of  said  act  during  1936,  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions  and  such 
other  provisions  as  may  hereafter  he  made: 


RATES  AND  CONDITIONS  OF  PAYMENT 


Payment  will  be  made,  in  connection  with  the  utilization  in  1936 
of  the  land  on  any  farm  i/  in  the  Northeast  Region  2/  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  amounts  and  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth; 

1.  Soil  Building  Pajinents. — Peiyment  will  be  made  for  the  planting 
of  soil  building  crops  on  crop  land  — '   in  1936  and  the  carrying  out  of 
soil  building  practices  on  crop  land  or  pasture  in  1936,  at  such  rates  in 
any  state,  and  for  such  crops  and  practices  in  any  state,  and  upon  such  con- 
ditions as  are  recommended  by  the  state  committee  for  such  state  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Secretary:  P'rovided,  That  the  total  soil  building  payment  made 
with  respect  to  any  farm  (a)  shall  not  exceed  an  amount  equal  to  $1.00  for 
each  acre  of  crop  land  on  the  farm  used  in  1936  for  soil  conserving  crops 
and  soil  building  crops,  or  (b)  shall  not  exceed  $10,00  for  the  farm,  which- 
ever is  the  larger. 

2.  Soil  Conserving  Payments. — Payment  will  be  made  with  respect  to 
each  acre  of  the  base  acreage  for  the  farm  of  any  soil  depleting  crop  oi* 
any  group  of  such  crops  which  in  1936  is  used  for  the  production  of  any 
soil  conserving  crop  or  any  soil  building  crop,  or  is  devoted  to  any  ap- 
proved soil  conservation  or  building  practice.     The  amount  of  such  payroent 
made  with  respect  to  any  farm  shall  be  computed  as  follows: 


l/    The  term  "farm"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  all  tracts  6f  farm  land  in 
the  same  county  under  the  same  ownership  and  operated  in  1^136,  as  all 
or  part  of  a  single  farming  unit,  by  the  same  operator. 

2/    The  "Northeast  Region"  includes  the  States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire , 

Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  Hew  Jersey, 
and  Pennsylvania. 

3/    The  term  "crop  land"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  all  land  from  v;hich  any 
crop  (other  than  wild  hay)  was  harvested  in  1935  together  with  all  other 
farm  land  which  is  tillable  and  from  which  at  least  one  crop  (other  than 
wild  hay)  has  been  harvested  since  January  1,  1930.

For  each  pound  of  the 
normal  yield  per  acre  of 
tobacco  for  the  farm  at 
the  following  rates  per 
po-ijuid  of  specified  kinds 
of  tobacco,  as  follows: 

(1)  4^  for  Conn.  Valley 
types  51  and  52. 

(2)  3</!  for  Penn.  &  New  York 
types  41  and  53,  or  any  other 
kind  of  tobacco. 

3.     Minimigm  Acreage  of  Soil  Conserving  Crop. — No  payment  shall  be 
made  with  respect  to  any  farm,   in  accordance  with  any  of  the  provisions 
herein,  unless  the  total  acreage  of  soil  conserving  crops  and  soil  building 
crops  on  crop  land, on  the  farm  in  1936  equals  or  exceeds  either  (a)  20  per- 
cent of  the  base  acreage  of  all  soil  depleting  crops  for  the  farm,  or  (b) 
the  maximum  acreage  with  respect  to  which  soil  conserving  payment  could  be 
obtained  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  2. 


iT    The  rate  per  acre  will  vary  a^iong  the  states  and  counties  depending  upon 
the  productivity  of  crop  land  devoted  to  corn,  wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye, 
buckwheat,  grain  sorghum,   soybeans,  cowpeas,  dry  edible  beans,  potatoes, 
sweet  potatoes ,. -sweet  sorghum  for  syrup,   and  broom  corn;  and  vary  among 
farms  within  the  -county  depending  upon  productivity  of  crop  land. 
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Page  2,  Under  sub-section  (a)  anend  the  center  column  "by  inserting,  after  the 
vrords  "An  average"  and  before  the  v/ord  "of",   in  the  first  line,  the 
TTords  "for  the  United  States"  so  that  the  be.^inning  of  the  sentence 
shall  read: 

"An  average  for  the  United  States  of  $10  per  acre  " 

Page  2,  In  footnote  4  strike  out  the  v/ords  "as  measured  by  the  10-year 
average  yield  of",  after  the  vrords  "crop  land"  and  before  the 
v/ord  "corn",  and  substitute  tlierefor  the  words  "devoted  to"; 
also,  insert,  after  the  rords  "dry  edible  beans"  and  before  the  nords 
"sweet  sor{;hu'n  for  syrup",  the  rrords  "potatoes,  s\7eet  potatoes" 
so  that  footnote  4  shall  read: 

"The  rate  per  acre  -.Till  vary  sjnong  the  states  and  co^jnties,  depend- 
ing upon  the  productivity  of  crop  land  devoted  to  corn,  '.vheat,  oats, 
barlej?-,  rye,  buckvrheat,  grain  sorghum,  soybeans,  covrpeas,  dry  edible 
beans,  potatoes,  svreet  potatoes,  s^Teet  sorghum  for  syrup,  and  broom- 
corn;  and  vary  among  farms  vdthin  the  county,  depending  upon  produc- 
tivity of  crop  land." 
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4,  Adjustment  in  Rates. -The  rates  specified  in  section  2  are 
based  upon  an  estimate  of  available  fiinds  o.nd  an  estimate  of  approximately 
80  percent  participation  by  farmers.     If  participation  in  any  region  ex- 
ceeds that  estimated  for  that  region,  all  the  rates  specified  in.  section  2 
for  such  region  v/ill  be  reduced  pro  rata.     If  participation  in  any  region 
is  less  than  the  estimate  for  the  region,   the  rates  may  be  increased  pro 
rata.     In  no  case  will  the  rates  be  increased  or  decreased  by  more  than 

10  percent. 

5.  Increases  of  Coil  Depleting  Crops. — If  the  acreage  on  any 

farm  in  1936  of  any  soil  depleting  crop  or  any  group  of  soil  depleting  crops 
is  in  excess  of  the  base  acreage  for  the  farm  for  such  crop  or  group  of 
crops,  a  deduction  from  any  payment  which  otherwise  would  be  made  for  the 
farm  pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  herein  will  be  made  for  each  acre  of 
Buch  excess  acreage  at  the  rates  per  acre  specified  in  section  2  above,  for 
the  diversion  of  land  to  soil  conserving  crops  and  soil  building  crops  from 
the  particular  crop  or  group  of  crops  which  exceed  their  bases. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OE  BASES 
NORTHEAST  REGION 

The  county  committees  will  recommend  for  approval  by  the  Secretary 
a  soil  depleting  base  acreage  for  each  farm.     Such  base  acreage  shall  re- 
present a  normal  acreage  of  soil  depleting  crops  for  the  farm  determined 
as  indicated  below: 

Section  1,     The  base  acreage  of  soil  4epleting  crops  shall  be  the 
acreage  of  such  crops  harvested  in  1935  1/,   subject  to  the  following  adjust- 
ment s : 

(a)  There  shall  be  added  to  the  1935  acreage  of  soil  depleting  crops 
the  number  of  "rented",  "contracted"  or  "retired"  acres  under  1935  commodity 
adjustment  programs  from  which  no  soil  depleting  crops  were  harvested  in  1335. 

(b)  ^ere,  because  of  xinusual  weather  conditions,   the  acreage  of  soil 
depleting  crops  harvested  in  1935  was  less  than  the  number  of  acres  of  such 
crops  usually  harvested  :>n  the  farm,   such  acreage  shall  be  increased  to  the 
acreage  which  is  comparable  to  the  acreage  of  such  crops  harvested  on  such 
faxm  under  normal  conditions  in  past  years. 

(c)  Where  the  1935  acreage  of  soil  depleting  crops  for  any  farm, 
adjusted,  if  necessary,  as  indicated  above,   is  materially  greater  or  less 
than  such  acreage  on  farms  in  the  same  community  which  are  similar  with 
respect  to  size,  type  of  soil,  topography,  production  facilities,  and  farm- 
ing practices,  such  adjustmer,t  shall  be  made  as  will  result  in  a  base  acreage 
for  such  farm  which  is  equitable  as  compared  with  the  base  acreage  for  such 
other  similar  farms. 

1/    \7here  more  than  one  soil  depleting  crop  v/as  harvested  from  the  same  land 
in  1935,  the  acreage  shall  be  counted  only  once. 
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Section  -2,    A  county  ratio  of  soil  depleting  crop  acreage  to  all 
farm  land  will  hs  established  for  3ach  county  by  the  Agricultural  Adjust- 
ment Administration  from  p.vailable  statistics.     The  average  of  the  ratios 
of  the  soil  depleting  b.:-:'  acrea^ies  v/i'dch  are  established  for  all  farms  in 
any  county  shall  conform  to  the  ratio  for  such  county  unless  a  variance  from 
such  ratio  is  recommended  by  the  State  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Agri- 
cultural , Adjustment  Administration. 

Section  3,     A  separate  base  acreage  shall  be  established  for  tobacco. 
The  base  acreage  for  tobacco  for  a  farm  shall  be  the  base  acreage  which  was 
established  for  such  farm  under  the  procedure  for  adjustment  program  for 
1936,   or  which  could  have  been  established  under  such  procedure,   subject  to 

adjustments  as  indicated  belov;: 

(1)  There  shall  be  deducted  from  the  1935  acreage  of  any  soil  depleting 
crops  other  than  tobacco,   such  part  of  the  "rented"  acreage  under  1935  tobacco 
adjustment  program  as  was  added  to  the  usual  acreage  of  such  other  soil  depleting 
crops. 

(2)  VAiere  the  base  acreage  for  tobacco  determined  for  any  farm  as 
indicated  above  differs  materially  from  such  acreage  determined  for  farms 
located  in  the  same  community  which  are  similar  with  respect  to  size,  type 
of  soil,  topography,  production  facilities-,  and  farming  practices,  adjust- 
ments will  be  made  which  will  result  in  a  base  acreage  which  is  equitable 
as  compared  with  the  base  acreage  of  such  other  similar  farms. 

■  The  total  base  acreages  for  tobacco  for  farms  in  any  county  or  other 
specified  area  shall  not  exceed  the  base  acreage  for  tobacco  established  for 
such  county  or  other  specified  area  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Adminis- 
tration. 


Section  4.     Any  person  who  has  reason  to  believe  that  he  has  not 
received  an  equitable  base  may  request  the  county  committee  to  reconsider 
its  recommendation.     If  no  agreement  is  reached  by  such  person  and  the 
committee,  appeal  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  rules  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary. . 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  CROPS 
NORTHEAST  REGION 

Crop  acreage  when  devoted  to  crops  and  used  as  indicated  below 
shall  be  considered  in  the  following  classification  except  for  such 
additions  or  modifications  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  State  Committee. 

Changes  in  the  use  of  land  which  involve  the  destruction  of  food, 
fibre,   or  feed  grains  will  not  be  approved  as  either  soil  conserving  or 
soil  building  uses  of  such  land.

1.  Annual  leg'omes,  Including  vetch,  winter  peas,  and  crimson 
clover;  and  Lespedeza;  when  pastured  or  harvested  for  hay  or  seed. 

2.  Annual  grasses,  including  Sudan  and  millets,  when  pastured 
or  left  on  the  land. 

3.  Perennial  grasses,   including  bluegrass,  orchard,  redtop  and 
mixtures  of  these,  with  or  without  such  nurse  crops  as  rye, 
oats,  wheat,  barley,  or  grain  mixtures,  when  such  nurse  crops 
are  pastured  or  clipped  green. 

4.  Winter  cover  crops,  such  as  rye,  barley,  oats  or  grain 
mixtures,  winter  pastured  or  not,  and  turned  under  as  a  green 
manure . 

5.  Crop  acreage  planted  to  forest  trees  since  January  1,  1934, 
and  not  pastured. 

Soil  Building  Crops: 


1.  Annual  legumes,   including  vetch,  winter  peas,  bur  and  crimson 
clover,   soybeaxis,  and  covrpeas ,  when  turned  under  as  a  green 
manure  crop. 

2.  Biennial  legumes,  including  sweet,  red,  alsike,  and  Mammoth 
clovers;  and  perennial  legumes,  including  alfalfa  and  white 
clover;  without  a  nurse  crop  or  with  an  approved  nurse  crop. 

3.  Forest  trees,  planted  in  1936,  and  not  pastured. 

Neutral  Classification,     (not  to  be  counted  in  establishing  bases): 

1.  Vineyards,  tree  fruits,   small  fruits,  or  nut  trees,  (not 
interplanted) .  a,/ 

2.  Idle  cropland,  b/ 

3.  Cultivated  fallow  land,  including  clean  cultivated  orchards 
ajid  vineyards,  c/ 

4.  Wasteland,  roads,  lanes,  lots,  yards,  etc. 

5.  Woodland,  other  than  that  planted  since  January  1,  1934. 


a/  If  interplanted,   such  acreage  shall  carry  the  classification  and 
actual  acreage  of  the  intercrop  grown. 

b/  Where,  due  to  unusual  weather  conditions,  crop  land  was  left  idle  in 
1935,  it  may  be  reclassified  upon  recommendation  of  the  State  Coznmittee 
and  approval  of  the  Secretary. 

c_l  Cultivated  fallow  land  may  be  otherwise  classified  upon  recommendation 
of  the  State  Committee  and  approval  of  the  Secretary.

A-  Definitions. 

As  used  herein,  the  following  terir.s  shall  h?^ve  the  following  raeanin^-s: 

(1)  PERSON  means  an  individu-nl ,  partnei'ship ,  association,  oi*  corpora- 
tion. 

(2)  OlVl'ER  means  a  person  who  owns  Isni  vhich  is  not  rented  to  another 
for  co.sh  or  a  fixed  commodity  payment;  or  v.'ho  rents  land  from  another  for 
cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity  payment;  or  v/ho  is  purchasing  land  on  in- 
stallments for  cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity  payment. 

(3)  SHARE  TENANT  means  a  per.-5on  other  than  an  owner  or  share- ci-opper 
who  is  ouer^j.ting  an  entire  farming  unit  without  direct  supervision  of  the 
owner  and  who  is  entitled  to  a  "DOrtion  of  the  crop  produced  on  such  farming 
unit,  or  trie  proceeds  thereof. 

(4)  SHARE  CROPPER  means  a  person  who  works  a  farm  in  whole  or  in  part 
and  receives  for  his  labor  a  proportionate  share  of  the  crops  produced  thereon, 
or  the  proceeds  thereof. 

» 

(5)  EARtnNG  UNIT  means  all  land  under  the  supervision  of  an  operator 
which  is  farmed  "by  that  operator  in  1936  as  a  single  xmit,  with  v.'orkstock, 
farm  machinery,  and  labor  substantially  separate  from  that  for  any  other 
land. 

(6)  PRINCIPAL  SOIL  DEPLETING  CROP  means  the  soil  depleting  crop  to 
which  the  greatest  number  of  acres  is  devoted  on  the  land  for  which  r  work- 
sheet is  executed  in  1:.'56.     If  tlierp  is  no  soil  depleting  crop  which  has  a 
larger  acreage  than  any  o^r^^r  soil  depleting  crop  on  any  land  for  which  a 
work  sheet  is  executed,  the  "principal  soil  depleting  crop"  shall  be  the 
soil  depleting  croTj  on  such  land  which  is  of  major  importance  in  terms  of 
acreage  in  the  county  in  which  such  Ic.r.d  is  located.     Upon  recommendation 
by  the  State  Committee  and  approval  by  the  Secretary  a  different  basis  for 
determining  the  principal  soil  depleting  crop  ma,v  be  employed. 
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B-     Division  of  Soil  Conserving;  and  Soil  Buildini°:  Payments. 

(1)  ?he  soil  conserving  payment  shall  be  divided  among  owners , 
share-tenants,  and  share-croppers,  in  the  stune  proportion  as  the  principal 
soil  depleting  crop  or  the  proceeds  thereof  are  divided  under  their  lease 

or  operating  agreement.     Upon  recommendation  "by  the  State  Committr-e  r-jid  approval 
by  the  Secretary,  a  different  basis  for  dividing  the  soil  conserving  payment 
may  be  employed. 

(2)  The  soil  building  payment  shall  be  made  to  the  eligible  pro- 
ducer who  the  county  comjr.ittee  determines  under  instructions  issued  by  the 
Secretary  has  incurred  the  expense  in  1936  with  respect  to  the  soil  building 
crops  or  practices;  where  two  or  more  persons  are  thus  determined  by  tne 
co'onty  coiOTittee  to  have  incurred  the  expense  in  1936  with  respect  to  the 
soil  building  crops  or  practices,  the  soil  building  payment  shall  be  divided 
equally  between  them. 

Any  share  of  soil  conserving  or  soil  building  payments  shall  be 
computed  '..-ithout  regard  to  questions  of  title  under  State  law,  without  de- 
ductions of  claims  for  advances,  and  without  regard  to  any  claim  or  lien 
against  the  crop  or  proceeds  thereof  in  favor  of  the  landlord  or  any  other 
creditor. 

C-     Lane  to  be  Covered  by  Work  sheet. 

Land  comprising  two  or  more  contiguous  tracts  under  the  same  ownership, 
operated  in  1936  as  part  or  all  of  a  single  farming  unit  by  a  common  operator, 
and  located  in  two  or  more  counties,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  located  in  the 
coTinty  in  which  the  principal  dwelling  on  such  land  is  located,  or,  if  there 
is  no  dwelling  on  such  land,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  located  in  the  co"unty 
in  which  the  major  portion  of  such  land  is  located.

Any  applicant  who  ovms,  operates,  or  con- 
trols land  in  more  than  one  county  in  the  snme  state  may  be  required  to  file 
in  the  state  office  a  list  of  call  such  land.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  \mdcr 
Section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment  Act,  payments  will  be 
made,   in  corjiection  with  the  effectuation  of  the  purposes  of  Section  7  (a)  of 
said  Act  for  1956,   in  accordance  with  the  follo^^ing  provisions  of  this  Northeast 
Region  Bulletin  No.  1  Revised  (which  revises  and  supercedes  Northeast  Region 
Bulletin  No.  1),  and  such  other  provisions  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

PART  I.  DEFINITIONS 

As  used  herein  and  in  all  forms  and  doc-aments  relating  to  the 
cultural  Conservation  Program  in  the  Northeast  Region,  the  follo-.'^ing 
have  the  follc^ing  raeenings: 

SECRETARY  means  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States. 

NORTHEAST  REGION  means  the  area  included  in  the  States  of  yaine,  New 
Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania, 

NORTHEAST  DIVISION  means  the  division  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Aoministrstion  in  cnarge  of  the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation  Program 
in  the  Northeast  Region. 

STATE  COK^IiITTEE  or  STATE  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE  means  the 
group  of  persons  designated  for  a  State  to  assist  in  the  administration 
of  the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation  program  in  such  State. 

COUNTY  COMMITTEE  or  COUNTY  AGRICULTURAL  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE  means 
the  group  of  persons  designated  for  a  county  to  assist  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  1955  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  such  county. 

PERSON  means  an  individual,  partnership,  association,  or  corporation. 

OWNER  means  a  person  who  owns  land  which  is  not  rented  to  another  for 
cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity  payment,  or  who  rents  land  from  another  for 
cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity  payment,  or  wno  is  purchasing  land  on  in- 
stallments for  cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity  payment. 

OPERATOR  means  a  person  who  as  owner  or  share-tenant  is  operating  a 
farming  unit  and  is  entitled  to  receive  all  or  a  nortion  of  the  crops 
produced  thereon,  or  the  proceeds  thereof.  If  a  "share-tenant  sutlets 
part  or  all  of  tne  farming  unit  to  another  share-tenant,  and  both  such 
share-tenants  are  entitled  to  share  in  the  crops  produced  thereon,  or 
thn  pr.„.o<--d-.  thr-vcof,  h.^th  r.}iall.  be.  deemed  o.'crators.

FARI.I  means  all  tracts  of  farm  land  in  the  same  county  under  the  same 
ownership,  ope-rated  as  all  or  part  of  a  single  farming  unit,  by  the  same  operator 
in  1936. 

CROP  LAI^ro  means  all  farm  land  v;hich  is  tillable  and  from  v:hich  at  least 
one  crop  other  than  v/ild  hay  was  harvested  between  January  1,  1930  and  January  1, 
1336,  and  all  other  farm  land  which  is  devoted  to  orchards  or  vineyards  v/hich  had 
not  reached  bearing  age  on  January  1,  1936, 

TOTAL  SOIL  DEPLETING  BASE  means  the  total  namber  of  acres  established  for 
the  farm  as  the  acreage  normally  used  for  the  production  of  soil  depleting  •rops. 

GE/JL'PAL  SOIL  DEPLETIKG  BASE  means  the  number  of  acres  established  for  the 
farm  as  the  acreage  normally  used  for  the  production  of  all  soil  depleting  crops 
except  tobacco.     Such  general  soil-depleting  base  shall  be  the  difference  between 
the  total  soil-depleting  base  and  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  base, 

TOBACCO  SOIL  DEPLETING  BASE  means  the  munber  of  acres  established  for  the 
farm  as  the  acreage  norm.ally  used  for  the  production  of  tobacco, 

SOIL  CONSERVING  PAYIffiNT  means  a  pa:yment  for  the  diversion  of  acreage  from 
any  soil  depleting  base  to  the  production  of  soil  conserving  crops.     Such  payment 
is  also  referred  to  as  Class  T  pa;,Tnent, 

SOIL  BUILDING  PAY?.ffiOT  means  a  pa;yment  for  the  carrying  out  of  such  soil 
building  practices  as  are  approved  by  the  Secretary.     Such  pa;;/ment  is  also  rcferre»i 
to  as  Class  II  payment, 

SOIL  BUILDING  ALLOWANCE  means  the  largest  amount  for  any  farm  that  may  be  ob< 
tained  as  a  soil  building  payment.     The  soil  building  alloivance  for  any  farm  shall 
be  computed  by  multiplying  the  number  of  acres  of  cr-^p  land  on  the  farm  used  in 
1936  for  soil  conserving  <?rops  by  one  dollar,  except  that  if  such  acreage  is  less 
than  10  acres  the  soil  building  allowance  shall  bo  ten  dollars. 


For  purposes  ^£  computing  this  allov/ance  the  acreage  of  soil  conserving  crops 
shall  include  the  nunbcr  of  acres  devoted  to  winter  cover  crops  and  gr^en  manure 
crops,  seeded  following  vegetable  crops,  including  potatoes  and  sv;cet  potatoes, 
and  plowed  or  disced  under  as  green  manure  between  January  1,  1936  and  October  1, 
1936,  after  having  attained  at  least  two  months'  growth,

Section  4.     Minimum  Acrcaj-:c  of  Soil  Consorvin'-  Crops,  —  If  the  total 
acreage  of  soil  conserving  crops  on"  crop  land  on  the  fann  in  1936  does  not 
equal  or  exceed  a.n  aoroagc  equal  to  the  sum  of  15  percent  of  the  general  soil 
depleting  base  and  20  percent  of  the  tobacco  soil  depleting  base,  a  deduction

PART  III      ESTABLISm/iSNT  OP  BASES 

Section  1.     Total  Soil  Depleting  Base. — The  County  Committee  will  . 
recommend  for  approval  by  the  Secretary  a  total  soil  depleting  base  for  each 
farm,  which  shall  represent  the  acreage  normally  used  for  the  production  of  all 
soil  depleting  crops  on  en.ch  f^rra,  and  shall  be  determined  as  hereinafter  in- 
dicated.    The  total  soil  depleting  base  shall  be  the  acreage  of  all  the  soil  de- 
pletins-  crops  har-/ested  in  1935  2/  srcLbject  to  the  following  a.djustment s : 

(a)  Tliere  sn^-ll  be  added  to  the  1935  acreage  of  soil  depleting  cr«ps 

the  number  of  "rented",  "contracted"  cr  "retired"  acres  under  1935  commcdity  ad- 
justment programs  from  which  no  soil  depleting  crops  were  harvested  in  1935. 

(b)  TJhere,  because  of  unusual  vreather  conditions,   the  number  of  acrer? 
of  soil  depleting  crops  harvested  in  1935  was  grea.ter  or  less  than  the  acreage 
of  ff'ach  crops  usually  harvested  on  the  farm,  such  number  of  acres  shall  be  de^ 
cre.ased  or  increased  to  an  acreage  which  is  comparable  to  the  acreage  of  ?uch 
crops  harvested  on  such  farm  under  normal  conditions  in  past  years. 

(c)  TTnerc  the  1935  acreage  of  soil  depleting  crops  for  any  farm,  ad- 
justed, if  necessary,  as  heretofore  indicated,  is  materially  greater  or  less  than 
the  1935  acreage  of  soil  depleting  crops  on  farms  in  the  same  community  which  are 
similar  with  respect  to  size,  tyjje  of  soil,   topography,  production  facilities, 
and  farming  practices,  such  adjustment  shall  be  made  as  will  result  in  a  total 
soil  depleting  bas<.-  for  such  farm  vrhich  is  equitable,  as  compared  with  the  total 
soil  depleting  bo.se s  for  s'jLch  other  similar  farms.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretarj^  of  Agriculture 
under  section  8  of  the  Soil  Conservation  and  Domestic  Allotment 
Act,  pa3'ments  will  be  made,  in  connection  with  the  effectuation  of 
the  purpose.s  of  section  7  (a)  of  said  act  for  1936,  in  accordance  with 
the  following  provisions  oi  this  Northeast  Region  Bulletin  No.  1 
Revised  {which  revises  and  supersedes  Northeast  Region  Bulletin 
No.  1),  and  such  other  provisions  a.s  may  hereafter  be  made. 

PART  I.  DEFINITIONS 

As  used  herein  and  in  all  forms  and  documents  relating  to  the 
10:U)  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the  Northeast  Region, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Secretary  means  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United 
States. 

Northeast  Region  means  the  area  included  in  the  States  of  Maine, 
New  Hajn|)shire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts.  Rhode  Island,  Connecti- 
cut. New  York.  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania. 

Northeast  Division  means  the  division  of  the  Agricultural  Ad- 
justment Administration  in  charge  of  the  li.>;5G  Agricultural  Conser- 
vation Program  in  the  Nortlieast  Region. 

State  committee  or  St.vte  AORici  i/rrRAL  conservation  commiitej". 
means  the  group  of  j)ersons  designated  for  a  State  to  assist  in  tho 
administration  of  the  1930  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in 
such  State. 
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County  c■o^r:^^ITTEE  or  couxty  AORicrr/m^Ai,  conskrvation  commit- 
tee means  the  group  of  jiersons  dcsi^Tiated  for  a  county  to  assist  in 
the  administration  of  the  193G  Agricultural  Conservation  Progi-am  in 
such  county. 

Person  means  an  individual,  partnershi]).  association,  or  corpora- 
tion. The  term  '"pei-son"  shall  also  include,  wherever  applical>le,  a 
kState,  a  political  subdivision  of  a  State,  or  any  agency  thereof,  and 
any  other  Governmental  agencies  that  may  be  designated  by  the 
Secretary. 

Owner  means  a  person  who  owns  land  which  is  not  rented  to 
another  for  cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity  payment,  or  who  rents 
land  from  another  for  cash  or  for  a  fixed  commodity  payment,  or 
who  is  purchasing  land  on  installments  for  cash  or  for  a  fixed  com- 
modity payment. 

Opi:i;atok  means  a  person  who  as  owner  or  share  tenant  is  opex*- 
ating  a  farming  unit  and  is  entitled  to  receive  all  or  a  portion  of 
the  crops  produced  thereon,  or  the  proceeds  thereof.  If  a  share 
tenant  sublets  part  or  all  of  the  farming  unit  to  another  share  tenant, 
and  both  such  share  tenants  are  entitled  to  share  in  the  crops  pro- 
duced thereon,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  both  shall  be  deemed  oper- 
ators. 

Share  tenant  means  a  person  other  than  an  owiier  or  sharecropper 
who  is  operating  a  farm  and  is  entitled  to  receive  a  portion  of  the 
crops  produced  thereon,  or  the  proceeds  thereof.  If  a  share  tenant 
sublets  a  farm  to  another  person,  and  both  such  persons  are  entitled 
to  share  in  the  crops  ])roduced  thereon,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  both 
shall  be  deemed  share  tenants. 

Sharecropper  means  a  person  who  works  a  farm  in  whole  or  in 
part  under  general  supervision  of  the  o]UM"ator  and  is  entitled  to 
receive  for  his  labor  a  proportionate  share  of  a  crop  produced 
thereon,  or  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Farming  unit  means  all  land  which  is  farmed  by  an  ojierator  in 
1936  as  a  single  unit,  with  work  stock,  farm  machinery,  and  labor 
substantially  separate  from  that  for  any  other  land. 

Farm  means  all  tracts  of  farm  land  in  the  same  county  under  the 
same  ownership,  oi)erated  as  all  or  part  of  a  single  farniing  unit,  by 
the  same  operator  in  19.'U). 

Cropland  means  all  farm  land  wliich  is  tillable  and  from  which  at 
least  one  crop  other  than  wild  hay  ^Yas  harvested  between  January 
1, 1980,  and  January  1,  19.3G,  and  all  other  farm  land  which  is  devoted 
to  orchai'ds  or  vineyards  which  had  not  reached  bearing  age  on 
January  1,  193G. 

Total  soiL-nKi'i,KTiNC.  hase  means  the  total  number  of  acres  estab- 
lished for  tlie  farm  as  the  acreage  nornuilly  used  for  tlie  production 
of  soil-depleting  crojjs. 

Genekai,  soii,-i)epletixg  rase  means  the  number  of  acres  estab- 
lished for  the  farm  as  the  acreage  nornudly  used  for  the  production 
of  all  soil-depleting  crops  except  tobacco.  Such  general  soil-ilei)let- 
ing  base  shall  be  tlie  difference  between  the  total  soil-depleting  base 
and  the  tobacco  soil-dei)leting  base. 
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Tobacco  .soil-i)ki'lktin(;  liASK  means  the  nuniln'r  of  acres  estab- 
lished for  the  farm  as  the  acreage  normally  used  for  the  i^roduction 
of  tobaceo. 

Soil-conserving  payment  means  u  i)ayment  for  the  diversion  of 
acrea<re  from  any  soil-depleting  base  to  the  production  of  soil-con- 
serving crops.    Such  payment  is  also  referred  to  as  class  I  payment. 

SoiL-nviLDiNci  PAYMENT  meaus  a  i)aymenL  for  ihc  carrying  out  of 
such  soil-building  practices  as  are  ajiprovod  by  the  Secretary.  Such 
payment  is  also  referred  to  as  class  II  payment. 

SoiL-HtiLi)iN(i  ALi/iwANCE  means  the  largest  amount  for  any  farm 
that  may  be  obtained  as  a  soil-building  payment.  The  .soil-building 
allowance  for  any  farm  shall  be  computed  by  multiplying  the  num- 
ber of  acres  of  cr()j)land  on  the  farm  used  in  11)3(5  for  -oil-conserving 
crops  by  $1.  except  that  if  such  acreage  is  less  than  10  acres  the  soil- 
building  allowance  shall  be  $10.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  this 
allowance  the  acreage  of  soil-conserving  crops  shall  include  the  num- 
ber of  acres  devoted  to  winter  cover  crops  or  green-nuinure  crops, 
seeded  following  conunercial  bulb,  flower,  or  vegetable  crops,  includ- 
ing sweet  corn  when  grown  for  sale  as  a  green  vegetable,  potatoes, 
and  sweetpotatoes,  and  plowed  or  disked  under  as  green  manure  be- 
tween Januai\y  1,  193G,  and  November  1,  1936,'  after  having  attained 
at  least  2  months'  growth,  irrespective  of  any  other  crops  harvested 
on  such  acres  in  193C.  In  no  event  shall  the  same  cropland  be  con- 
sidered more  than  once  in  determining  the  soil-building  allowance 
for  a  farm. 

PART  II.  RATES  AND  CONDITIONS  OF  PAYMENT 

Payments  will  be  made,  in  connection  v.-ith  the  utilization  in  1936 
of  the  land  on  an}-  farm  in  the  Northeast  Region,  in  the  amounts  and 
subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth: 

Section  1.  Soil-Building  Payment. — Payment  will  be  made  for 
the  carrying  out  of  such  soil-building  practices  on  cropland  or  non- 
crop  pa.^ture  land  in  1936,  at  such  rates  in  any  State,  and  upon  .such 
conditions  as  are  recommended  by  the  State  conunittee  or  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration  and  approved  by  the  Secretary: 
Prorid<d.  That  the  soil-building  jjayment  with  re.spect  to  au}'  farm 
shall  not  exceed  the  soil-building  allowance  for  such  farm. 

Sec.  2.  Soil-Conserving  Payment. — Payment  will  be  made  for 
each  acre  diverted  in  1!>3G  from  the  general  soil-dei)leting  base,  or 
the  tobacco  soil-depleting  base,  to  the  i^roduction  of  any  soil-con- 
serving crop,  and  from  which,  in  1936,  no  soil-depleting  crop  is 
harvested:  Provided,  That  changes  in  the  use  of  such  land  which 
involve  the  destruction  of  foods,  fibers,  or  feed  grains,  will  not  be 
aj)j)roved  for  payment.  The  amount  of  any  such  j)ayment  shall  be 
computed  as  follows:

•  The  rate  per  acre  will  vary  among  the  States  and  counties  dependinR  upon  the  p-oduclivity  of  the  crop- 
land devoted  to  corn,  wheat,  oats,  barley,  rj-c,  buckwhe&t,  grain  sorghum,  soybeans,  dry  edible  beans, 
sorghum  for  sirup,  broomcorn,  potatoes,  and  swectpotatoes.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State 
committee  or  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  and  approval  by  the  Secret-iry,  the  rate  per 
Qcre  for  any  county  doterminsd  in  the  manner  described  above  may  be  adjusted.  In  making  tWn  adjust- 
tnenl  such  additional  factors  will  be  considered  as  the  Secretary  determines  will  more  accurately  reflect  the 
Iproductivity  of  ths  cropland  in  the  county  than  would  be  reflected  by  the  use  of  the  factors  mentioned 
Obove.  The  rate  per  acre  will  vary  among  farnti  within  the  county  depending  upon  the  productivity  of 
the  cropland  on  the  farm  as  measured  by  its  normal  yield  of  a  major  soil-depleting  crop  in  the  county. 
Where  the  yield  for  farms  in  a  county  of  a  major  soil-depleting  crop  in  such  county  is  not  deemed  to  reflect 
accurately  the  productivity  of  such  farms,  upon  recommendation  of  the  State  committee  or  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  and  approval  by  the  Secretaiy,  a  different  basis  for  determining  productivity 
of  such  farms  in  the  county  may  be  employed. 

Sec.  3.  Adjustment  in  Rates. — The  rates  specified  in  section  2  are 
bas«cl  upon  an  estimate  of  available  funds  and  an  estimate  of  approxi- 
mately 80  percent  participation  b}'  farmers.  If  participation  in  the 
Northeast  Region  exceeds  that  estimated  for  such  region  all  the  rates 
.specified  in  section  2  for  such  region  ma}'^  be  reduced  pro  rata.  If 
participation  in  the  Northeast  Region  is  le.ss  than  the  estimate  for 
such  region  the  rates  may  be  increased  pro  rata.  In  no  case  will 
the  rates  be  increased  or  decreased  by  more  than  10  percent. 

Sec.  4.  Minimum  Acreage  of  Soil-Conserving  Crops. — If  the 
total  acreage  of  soil-conscr\  ing  crops  on  cropland  on  the  farm  in  1936 
does  not  equal  or  exceed  an  acreage  etjual  to  the  sum  of  15  percent  of 
the  general  .soil-depletino'  base  and  20  percent  of  the  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  base,  a  deduction  will  be  made  from  i\ny  soil-conserving 
payment  which  otherwise  would  be  made  with  respect  to  the  farm, 
in  an  amount  equal  to  one  and  one-half  times  the  rate  per  acre 
determined  for  the  farm  under  section  2  (a)  of  part  II,  multiplied 
by  the  miinlxT  of  ao-es  by  which  tiie  total  acreage  of  soil-conserving 
crops  on  croijland  on  the  i'aim  in  1930  is  less  tluin  the  acreage  speci- 
fied in  this  section  i.  In  conqjuting  any  .soil-conserving  payment 
wliicli  otherwise  would  be  made,  the  computation  shall  be  basetl  upon 
an  acreage  no  larger  than  the  acreage  of  cropland  on  the  farm  used 
for  the  proiliiction  of  .soil-conserving  crops  in  1936. 

Sec.  5.  Increase  in  Acreage  of  Tobacco. — If  the  acreage  of  any 
kiiul  of  tobacco  ((>xcept  lyjies  (Jl  and  6Ia)  on  ;iny  farm  in  1936 
exceeds  the  tobacco  soil-drjilrl ing  base,  u  deduction  will  be  made 
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from  any  payiiiont  wliirh  othorwiso  would  ho  made  with  respect  to  the 
fai-iii  in  ail  amount  e(iuai  to  tlie  result  obtained  by  multiplying  such 
number  of  exces-s  acres  by  the  rate  per  acre  determined  for  the  farm 
under  section  2  (7;)  of  part  II. 

Skc.  6.  Payments  Restricted  to  Effectuation  of  Purposes. — All 
or  any  part  of  any  payment  which  otherwise  would  be  made  with 
respect  to  any  farm  may  be  withheld  if  any  rotation,  cropping,  or 
otiier  practices  are  adopted  on  the  farm,  which  practices  the  Secretary 
determines  will  tend  to  defeat  the  purposes  of  the  193G  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program. 

PART  III.  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  BASES 

Sf.ction  1.  Total  Soil-Depleting  Base. — The  county  committee 
will  recommend  for  approval  by  the  Secretaiy  a  total  soil-depleting 
base  for  each  farm,  which  shall  represent  the  acreage  nornuillv  used 
for  the  production  of  all  soil-depleting  crops  on  such  farm,  and  shall 
be  determined  as  hereinafter  indicatecl.  The  total  .soil-depleting  base 
shall  be  the  acreage  of  all  the  st)il-depleting  crops  harvested  in  1985  ^ 
subject  to  the  following  adju.stments : 

(0)  There  shall  b.'  added  to  the  1935  acreage  of  soil-depleting 
crops  the  number  of  "rented"',  "contracted"',  or  "retired"'  acres  under 
1935  connnodity  adjustment  programs  from  which  no  soil-depleting 
crops  were  harvested  in  1935. 

(1)  Where,  because  of  unusual  weather  conditions,  the  number  of 
acres  of  soil-depleting  crops  harvested  in  1935  was  greater  or  less 
than  the  acreage  of  such  crops  usually  harvested  on  the  farm,  such 
numl)er  of  acres  shall  be  dez-reased  or  increased  to  an  acreage  which 
is  comparable  to  the  afreairc  of  such  crops  harvested  on  such  farm 
under  normal  conditions  in  pa.st  years. 

(c)  "Where  the  1935  acreage  of  ."^oil-depleting  crops  for  any  farm, 
adjusted,  if  nece.ssary,  as  heretofore  indicated,  is  materially  greater 
or  less  than  the  1935  acreage  of  soil-dejileting  crops  on  farms  in  the 
same  community  which  are  similar  with  respect  to  size,  type  of  soil, 
topography,  production  facilities,  and  farming  practices,  such  ad- 
justment shall  be  made  as  w'ill  result  in  a  total  soil-depleting  base 
for  such  fai-m  which  is  equitable,  as  compared  with  the  total  soil- 
depleting  bases  for  such  other  similar  farms. 

{(1)  For  each  count}',  a  ratio  of  the  total  acreage  in  soil-dejileting 
crops  to  all  farm  land,  or  to  all  cro])land.  will  be  established  bv  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration  from  available  statistics, 
such  ratio  to  be  referred  to  as  the  county  limit.  The  ratio  of  the 
aggregate  of  the  total  soil-depleting  bases  established  in  a  county  to 
all  the  farm  land,  or  to  all  the  cropland,  in  the  farms  for  which  .such 
bases  are  established  shall  not  exceed  the  county  limit  for  such  county 
unless  a  variance  therefrom  is  recommended  by  the  State  committee 
and  approved  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

Sec.  2.  General  Soil-Depleting  Base. — The  general  soil-depleting 
ba.se  for  any  farm  shall  represent  for  such  farm  the  acreage  nor- 
mally used  for  the  production  of  all  soil-depleting  crops  except  to-

Buch  acreage  shall  be  counted  only  onca 
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bacco.  The  gcneial  soil-depletirifr  base  for  any  farm  shall  be  the 
difference  between  the.  total  soil-depleting  base  and  the  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  base  for  such  farm. 

Skc.  8.  Tobacco  Soil-Depleting  Base. — The  county  committee  may 
i-econnnend  for  ap^jroval  by  the  Secretary,  as  part  of  the  total  soil- 
depleting  base,  a  tobacco  soil-depleting  base.  Any  such  base  shall 
be  equal  to  the  tobacco  acreage  which  was  established  for  such  farm 
under  the  procedure  for  adjustment  programs  for  193G.  or  which 
could  have  been  established  under  such  procedure,  subject  to  the 
following  adjustments: 

(a)  Where  the  tobacco  acreage  determined  as  heretofore  indi- 
cated for  any  farm  differs  materially  from  the  acreage  of  tobacco 
determined  for  farms  located  in  the  same  community  which  are 
similar  with  i-espect  to  size,  type  of  soil,  topography,  production 
facilities,  and  farming  practices,  adjustments  shall  be  made  which 
will  result  in  a  tobacco  soil-dei:)leting  base  which  is  equitable  as  com- 
pared vv'ith  such  bases  for  such  other  similar  farms. 

(b)  Upon  request  by  the  operator  of  an}'  farm,  a  tobacco  soil- 
depleting  base,  smaller  than  that  determined  as  heretofore  indicated, 
may  be  recommended  for  such  farm  by  the  county  committee. 

(c)  The  sum  of  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  bases  for  the  farms  in 
any  county  or  other  specified  area  shall  not  exceed  an  acreage  for 
tobacco  established  for  such  county  or  other  specified  area  by  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

Sec.  4.  Appeals. — Any  person  who  has  reason  to  believe  that  any 
base  recommended  for  his  farm  is  not  equitable  may  rtn^juest  the 
county  committee  to  reconsider  its  reconnnendation.  If  no  agree- 
ment is  reached  between  such  person  and  such  committee  an  appeal 
may  be  taken  in  accordance  with  such  rules  as  may^  be  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary. 

PART  IV.  CLASSIFICATION  OF  CROPS 

Farm  land,  when  devoted  to  the  crops  and  uses  indicated  herein- 
after, shall  bo  classified  as  follows,  except  for  such  additions  or  modi- 
fications as  may  ])e  reconnnended  by  the  State  connnittee  or  the  Agri- 
cultural Adjustment  Administration  and  approved  by  the  Secretary. 
If  any  acreage  on  the  farm  is  used  for  the  jjroduction  of  inter|)lanted 
crops,  the  actual  acreage  of  each  interplanted  crop  shall  be  classified 
in  accordance  witli  the  following  classification. 

SiocTiox  1.  Soil-Depleting  Crops. — Land  devoted  to  any  of  the 
following  crops,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  regarded  as 
used  for  production  of  a  soil-depleting  ci-o[)  for  the  year  in  which 
such  crop  is  noruudly  harvested : 

(a)  Corn. 

(h)  Tobacco. 

{(■)  Potatoes. 

(d)  Sweetpotatoes. 

(e)  Truck  and  vegetable  crops,  including  melons  and  .strawberries. 
(/)  Grain  sorghums  and  sweet  sorghuius. 
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({/)  Small  firains:  Wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye,  rape,  biu  kwlieat,  and 
grain  mixtures,  except  when  used  as  pi-ovided  in  p.arafri'aphs  (a),  (<?),

— Cropland  devoted  to  any  of  the 
followinj;  crops  shall  be  rc<)arded  as  used  for  the  production  of  a  soil- 
conservin<r  crop,  except  as  jjrovided  in  section  3  (h)  of  this  Part  IV 
below,  and  cxcei)t  that  any  land  on  which  a  soil-depletin<r  crop  is 
prown  for  harvest  in  tiie  ^ame  year  shall  be  regarded  as  havinjr  been 
used  for  the  prochiction  of  a  soil-depleting  crop  in  such  j'ear,  unless 
otherwise  provided  :

— Sudan,  millets,  and  Italian  ryegrass,  turned 
under  as  green-manure  crops,  jjasturcd.  or  left  on  the  land. 

(<?)  Perennial  grasses. — Kentucky  bluegrass,  Canada  bluegrass, 
timothy,  rough-stalked  meadow  grass,  perennial  ryegrass,  orchard 
grass,  redtop,  and  mixtures  of  these,  without  a  nurse  crop  or  with 
oats,  barley,  or  grain  mixtures,  as  a  nurse  crop  which  is  cut  green 
or  pastured  sufficiently  to  pre\ent  grain  formation.* 

(r/)  Annual  legumes. — Vetch,  winter  peas,  animal  sweet  clover, 
crimson  clover,  and  annual  lespedeza.  without  a  nurse  crop  or  with 
oats,  barley,  or  grain  mixtures,  as  a  nurse  crop  which  is  cut  green 
or  pastured  sufficiently  to  prevent  gi'ain  formation;  soybeans,  field 
peas,  field  beans,  and  cowpeas,  when  turned  under  as  green-manure 
crops.''

(c)  Where  two  or  more  farms  in  the  same  connty  are  under  the 
same  ownership  and  are  operated  in  as  separate  fainiin<z;  units, 

each  separate!}-  operated  farm  shall  he  covered  hy  a  separate  work 
sheet. 

{(I)  Where  land  coniprisin<r  i)art  of  a  farmintr  unit  is  rented  on 
shares  and  land  comprisinij  part  of  the  same  farmin<r  unit  used  for 
hay.  meadow,  pastuie,  or  other  similar  uses  is  rente(l  for  cash  from 
the  same  landlord,  it  will  not  ho  necessary  to  execute  more  than  one 
work  sheet  foi-  huth  such  share-rented  and  such  cash-rented  land. 

{)')  Where  land  comprising  ])art  of  a  farming  unit  is  rented  on 
shares  and  land  comprising  pait  of  the  same  farming  unit  not  used 
for  hay,  meadow,  pasture,  or  other  similar  uses  is  rented  for  cash 
from  the  same  or  a  ditferent  landlord,  it  will  he  necessary  to  execute 
a  work  sheet  for  such  share-rented  land  and  a  .separate  work  sheet 
for  such  cash-rented  land. 

(/)  For  j)nrposes  of  execution  of  the  work  sheet,  a  farm  consisting 
of  adjacent  tracts  under  the  same  ownership,  located  in  two  or  more 
counties,  and  operated  in  li'oG  as  part  or  all  of  a  single  farming  unit 
hy  the  same  operator,  shall  he  regarded  as  located  in  the  county 
in  which  tlie  princi])al  dwelling  on  such  farm  is  located,  or.  if  there 
is  no  dwelling  on  such  farm,  as  located  in  the  count}'  in  which  the 
major  portion  of  such  farm  is  l<K-ated. 

Sec.  2.  Application  and  Eligibility  for  Grant. —  (a)  Grants  will 
only  he  made  upon  ap])lication  filed  with  the  county  committee. 
Each  ]H'rson  ai)plying  for  a  grant  will  be  recjuired  to  show  that 
work  sheets  liave  been  executed  covering  all  land  in  the  county 
owned  or  opei-ated  by  him  and  the  extent  to  which  the  conditions 
upon  which  the  grant  is  to  be  made  have  been  met.  Any  person 
applying  for  a  grant  who  owns  or  o])erates  land  in  more  than  one 
county  in  the  same  State  may  be  rerjuired  to  Hie  in  the  oHice  of  the 
State  connnittee  a  list  of  all  such  land. 

(b)  An  application  for  a  grant  may  be  made  by:  (1)  An  owner 
operating  his  farm;  (2)  a  share  tenant  operating  a  farm  rented  by 
him  on  shares;  (3)  an  owner  who  has  rented  a  farm  to  another  on 
shares;  (4)  such  other  persons  as  may  be  designated  by  tlie  Secretar)'. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  eligibility  of  an  operator 
for  a  gi'ant  where  the  farming  unit  oi)erated  by  him  includes  a  farm 
located  in  two  or  more  ailjoining  counties,  such  farm  shall  be  re- 
garded as  located  in  the  county  in  which  the  jjrincipal  dwelling  on 
such  farming  unit  is  located,  or,  if  there  is  no  dwelling  on  such 
farming  unit,  such  farm  shall  be  regarded  as  located  in  the  county 
in  which  the  major  ))ortion  of  such  farm  is  located. 

{(I)  The  land  to  be  covered  by  an  application  for  payment  shall, 
except  as  provided  in  .section  8  of  this  part  V,  be  the  land  covered 
by  a  work  sheet  (as  specified  in  section  1  of  this  part  V).  The  aj)- 
plication  for  j)ayment  filial  with  respect  to  any  land  sliall  cover  the 
interests  of  all  pers{)ns  entitled  to  share  in  the  payment  with  respect 
thereto.  The  amount  of  j)ayment  to  any  i)er.s()n  with  i-espect  to  the 
land  covered  by  an  ap|)lication  for  payment  shall,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  section  4  of  this  pait  V,  ha  determined  by  the  per- 
formance on  such  land. 
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Sec.  3.  Division  of  Payments, — (a)  The  soil-conserving  payment 
shall  be  dividtd  among  owners,  share  tenants,  and  sharecrojipers,  in 
the  same  proportion  as  the  princij^al  soil-depleting  crop  or  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  are  divided  under  their  lease  or  oi)erating  agreement. 
T^pon  recommendation  by  the  State  committee  or  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration  and  aj)proval  by  the  Secretary,  a  dill'er- 
ent  basis  for  dividing  the  soil-conserving  payment  may  be  employed. 
The  term  "principal  soil-dej^leting  crop"',  as  used  herein,  means  the 
soil-depleting  crop  to  which  the  greatest  number  of  acres  on  the  farm 
is  devoted.  If  there  is  no  soil-depleting  crop  which  has  a  larger 
acreage  than  any  other  soil-depleting  crop  on  the  farm,  the  principal 
soil-depleting  crop  shall  be  the  soil-depleting  croj)  on  the  farm  which 
is  of  major  importance  in  terms  of  acreage  in  the  county  in  which 
such  farm  is  located.

are  thus  determined  by  the  county  committee'  to  have  incurred  the 
expense  in  193G  with  respect  to  the  soil-building  practices,  the  soil- 
building  payment  shall  be  divided  equally  bi'tween  them.

(d)  If  the  Secretary,  ujion  the  basis  of  an  investigation  by  the 
State  committee,  finds  that  any  person  has  for  1T)'M)  made  any  change 
from  the  1935  leasing  or  croi)]Mng  arrangement  for  the  farm,  for  the 
purpose  of,  or  which  would  have  the  effect  of.  diverting  to  such  per- 
son any  payment  to  which  tenants  or  sharecroppers  would  be  entitled 
if  the  1935  leasing  or  cropping  arrangement  were  in  etFect  for  1936, 
the  amount  of  ai\y  payment  which  would  otherwise  be  made  to  such 
person  nuiy  be  withheld  in  whole  or  in  ])art. 

Sec.  4.  Multiple  Farm  Holdings. — If  any  person  who  has  made 
an  application  for  a  grant  with  resi^ect  to  any  farm  has  an 
interest,  as  owner  or  share  tenant,  in  another  farm  on  which  the 
acreage  used  for  the  producticm  of  soil-depleting  cro])s  in  193G  ex- 
ceeds the  acreage  normally  used  for  the  production  of  such  crops  on 
such  other  farms,  the  payment  to  be  made  to  such  person  may,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Secretary,  be  computed  either  in  accordance  with 
the  procedure  set  forth  in  sections  5.  (!.  and  7  below,  or  in  accordance 
with  such  procedure  as  applied  to  all  tlie  farms  owned  or  operated 
b}'  such  person  in  any  State. 

(b)  In  cases  Avhere  a  person,  filing  an  application  for  jiayment 
with  respect  to  a  farm  in  the  county,  has  an  interest  as  owner  or 
operator  in  one  or  more  other  farms  in  such  county,  the  county  com- 
mittee shall  investigate  the  193G  cropping  ]iractices  on  all  farms  in 
the  county  owned  or  opei'ated  by  such  ])erson.  and  if  the  county  com- 
irittee  determines  tlial  on  any  such  farm  or  farms  the  acreage  of  soil- 
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depleting  crops  has  in  1936  been  increased  over  (lie  acrcat^c  of  soil- 
depleting  crops  on  such  farm  in  IS)^.")  for  the  pui'pose  of,  oi-  so  as  to 
have  the  eflect  of.  otrsetting  any  diversion  from  soil-dei)leling  crops 
to  soil-conservinjr  crops  on  the  fai'in  with  I'ospect  to  which  such  ai)|)li- 
cation  for  payment  is  tiled,  the  })ayment  to  he  made  to  such  producer 
shall  be  calculated  in  accordance  with  the  i)rovisioiis  of  sections  T),  (5, 
and  7,  of  this  part  V  :  Provuit  d,  That  the  payment  to  Ix'  nuide  to  such 
l)erson  shall  not  be  calculat?il  in  accordance  with  sections  5,  0,  and  7 
of  this  part  V  unless  so  calculating  such  payment  would  decrease  the 
amount  which  otherwise  would  be  ])aid  to  such  i)erson  iji  respect  to 
the  farms  owned  and  operated  by  him  in  the  county  and  in  connec- 
tion with  which  applications  for  i)ayment  are  filed.

(«)  For  each  such  farm  in  the  count}' :  (1)  ^Multiply  the  number 
of  acres  diverted  from  the  general  soil-dej^leting  base  to  soil-con- 
serving crops  by  the  rate  determined  for  such  farm  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  2  (a)  of  part  II  and  multiply  this  result  by  the 
percentage  to  which  such  person  is  entitled,  such  percentage  to  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  section  'S  of  part  V;  (2)  multiply  the 
immber  of  acres  diverted  from  the  tobacco  soil-de])]ct iiig  base  to  soil- 
conserving  crops  by  the  rate  determined  for  such  farm  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  2  (b)  of  part  II  and  multipl}'  this  result 
by  the  percentage  to  which  such  j)erson  is  entitlad,  such  percentage 
to  be  determined  in  accordance  with  section  3  of  part  V;  (3)  add 
the  amounts  thus  obtained  for  all  such  farms.

The  State  committee,  under  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the 
Northeast  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 
will  issue  information  and  advice  regarding  the  manner  of  carrying 
out  the  soil-building  practices  listed  herein  and  as  to  whether  the 
adoption  of  any  such  practice  on  particular  types  of  farms  would  or 
would  not  constitute  good  farming  practice  for  such  farms. 

Payment  for  any  practices  set  forth  herein  will  not  be  made  in 
cases  where  the  labor,  seed,  or  other  materials  are  furnished  free  or 
paid  for  by  any  State  or  Federal  agency. 

All  references  to  Northeast  Region  Bulletin  No.  2  in  all  official 
forms  and  bulletins  issued  in  connection  with  the  193G  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  shall  be  deemed  to  refer  to  Northeast  Region

The  soil-building  practices  listed  herein  shall  be  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  good  farming  practice,  using  such  methods  and 
such  kinds  and  quantities  of  seeds,  trees,  and  other  materials  as 
conform  to  good  farming  practice. 

The  State  connnittee,  under  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the 
Northeast  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration, 
wiU  issue  information  and  advice  regarding  the  manner  of  carrying 
out  the  soil-building  practices  listed  herein  and  as  to  whether  the 
adoption  of  any  sucii  practice  on  particular  types  of  farms  would 
or  would  not  constitute  good  farming  practice  for  such  farms. 

Payment  for  any  practices  set  forth  herein  will  not  be  made  in 
cases  where  the  labor,  seed,  or  other  materials  are  furnished  free 
or  paid  for  by  any  State  or  Federal  agency. 

All  references  to  Nortlieast  Region  Bulletin  No.  2  in  all  official 
forms  and  bulletins  issued  in  comiection  with  the  193G  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program  shall  be  deemed  to  refer  to  Northeast  Region

rith  a  productivity  index  fol*  the  l?nd  in  the  general  soil  do- 
pletin^-  "base,  this  index  to  be  a  percentage  of  the  county  aver- 
age productivity  for  such  laiid;  and  there  shall  also  he  estab- 
lished a  base  yield  per  acre  of  tobacco  for  each  farm  on  which 
tobacco  is  gro^vn. 

Section  17.     Total  Soil  Depleting  Base  for  Farms. — 
The  total  soil  depleting  base  for  each  farm  shall  be  the  acre- 
age of  all  soil  depleting  crops  harvested  on  the  farm  in  1935, 
subject  to  ajdjustment  as  follows: 

A.  The  1935  "contracted",  "rented",  or  "retired"  acres 
under  any  commodity  adjustment  contract  (other  than  tobacco) 
from  which  no  soil  depleting  crops  were  harvested  in  1935  shall 
be  added  to  the  1935  harvested  acreage  of  the  crop  covered 
under  such  contract.    The  acreage  so  added  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  crop  or  land  use  to  which  it  was  devoted  in  1935. 

B.  ^ere,  because  of  unusual  weather  conditions,  the 
number  of  acres  of  soil  depleting  crops  harvested  in  1935  was 
greater  or  less  than  the  acreage  of  such  crops  usually  harvested 
on  the  farm,  such  number  of  acres  sha.ll  be  decreased  or  increased' 
to  an  acreage  which  is  comparable  to  the  acreage  of  such  crops 
harvested  on  such  farm  under  normal  conditions  in  past  years. 

C.  ^xiere  the  1935  acreage  of  soil  depleting  crops  for  any 
farm,  adjusted,  if  necessary,  as  heretofore  indicated,  is 
materially  greater  or  less  than  such  acreage  on  farms  in  the  same  - 
comrminity  which  are  similar  with  respect  to  size,  typo  of  soil, 
topography,  production  facilities,  and  farming  practices,  such 
adjustment  shall  be  made  as  will  result  in  &  total  soil  depleting 
base  for  such  farm  which  is  equitable  as  compared  with  the  total 
soil  depleting  b?,ses  for  such  other  similar  farms. 

Section  18.     County  Limit  on  Ratio  of  Soil  Depleting  Crops. 
For  each  county,  a  ratio  of  the  total  acreage  in  all  soil  depleting 
crops  to  all  farm  land,  or  to  all  cropland,  v;ill  be  esta-blished  by 
the  Agricultural  Adjustm.ent  Administration  from  ave, liable  statistics, 
such  ratio  to  be  referred  to  as  the  county  limit .     The  ratio  of  the 
segregate  of  the  total  soil  depleting  bases  established  in  a  county 
to  all  farm  land,  or  to  all  the  cropland,  in  the  farms  for  v/hich  such 
bases  are  established  shall  not  exceed  the  county  limit  for  such 
county  unless  a  variance  therefrom  is  recommended  by  the  State  Com- 
mittee and  approved  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

Section  19,  General  Soil  Depleting  Base  and  Productivity  of  Land. 

A.    Acres  in  Base.     The  general  soil  depleting  base  will  be 
the  number  of  a,cres  in  the  total  soil  depleting  base  determined  as 
provided  in  Section  17  above,  minus  the  number  of  acres  in  any 
tobacco  soil  depleting  bases  determined  as  provided  in  Sections  20 
and  21  below. 


3,    productivity  of  Land  in  G-eneral  Soil  Depleting  Base. 
The  productivity  of  the  l?Jid  in  the  general  soil  depleting  base 


(for  crops  other  th-^^i  tobacco)  v/ill  "be  determined  as  follo\7s: 

The  Coijjity  committee,  siabject  to  the  approval  of  the  State 
committee,  will  designate  the  principal  soil  depleting  crop  and 
two  alternate  principal  crops  in  each  county  or  designated  parts 
of  such  county.    The  average  of  the  yields  per  acre  for  1934 
and  1935  for  the  farm  of  the  designated  principal  crop  compared 
with  the  average  yield  of  such  crop  for  the  county  will  he  used, 
v/herever  applicable,  as  a  measure  of  the  productivity  of  land  for 
the  crops  in  the  general  soil  depleting  "base.     If  the  designated 
principal  crop  does  not  fairly  reflect  the  productivity  of  the 
farm,   then  whichever  one  of  the  alternate  crops  is  the  mere 
accurate  measure  shall  be  used.     If  the  county  committee  deter- 
mines that  the  productivity  of  any  farm  is  not  accurately 
measured  by  the  yield  of  any  one  of  the  three  designated  crops, 
the  committee  will  designate  in  lieu  of  such  crops  such  other 
crop  as  it  finds  will  most  accurately  measure  the  productivity 
of  the  land  in  the  general^  soil  depleting  base  of  such  farm. 

The  ratio  of  the  average  of  the  j'-ields  per  acre  for  1934 
and  1935  of  the  designated  crop  for  the  farm  to  the  average  of  such 
average  yields  per  acre  of  the  same  crop  for  all  farms  for  which 
work  sheets  have  been  submitted  in  the  county  will  be  used  as  the 
productivity  index  or  measure  of  productivity  for  the  farm; 
Provided .  however ,  That  if  the  county  committee  finds  that  such 
ratio  is  not  represente^t ive  of  the  productivity  of  the  farm  as  com- 
pared with  other  farms  in  the  county  having  simila.r  soils  and 
productive  capacity,  the  ratio  shall  be  adjusted  so  as  to  be 
fair  and  equitable  as  compared  with  such  other  farms  in  the 
county;  and  Provided  further,  That  the  average  of  the  produc- 
tivity indexes  for  all  farms  for  which  work  sheets  have  been 
submitted  in  the  county,  weighted  by  the  respective  general  soil 
depleting  bases  for  such  farms,   shall  not  exceed  100  unless  a 
variance  from  such  ratio  is  recommended  by  the  State  Committee 
and  approved  by  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration. 

The  rate  per  acre  of  the  soil  conserving  payment  for  any 
farm  for  diversion  of  land  from  the  general  soil  depleting  base 
v;ill  be  the  county  average  rate  per  acre  for  such  payment,  in- 
creased or  decreased  by  the  percentage  which  the  productivity 
index  of  such  farm  is  above  or  below  100, 

Section  20,     Types  41,  51.  52  and  53  Tobacco  Soil  Deuleting 
Base  and  Yield. 

A.  Farms  for  which  Bases  May  be  Established.  A  tobacco  soil 
depleting  base  may  be  established  for  types  41,  51,  52  or  53  tobacco 
for  any  farm  for  which  a  base  was,  or  could  have  been,!/  established 
under  a  1935  tobacco  contract  for  any  of  these  types.  For  any  other 
farm  the  soil  depleting  base  for  such  types  of  tobacco  shall  be  zero

for  such  fr.nn.     For  such  farnis  the  general  soil  depleting  base  will 
be  detemined  by  subtracting  frojn  the  total  soil  depleting  base 
the  sum  of  the  base  for  types  61  and  61a  tobacco  and  the  base  for 
types  41,  51,  52,  53  tobacco. 

Section  22.     Acreage  Divert^^d  from  Soil  Depleting  Crops. 
Only  that  acreage  of  cropland  seeded  in  1935  to  soil  conserving 
crops  and  from  which  no  soil  depleting  crop  is  harvtsted  in  1936 
shall  be  ccanted  in  determining  the  acreage  diverted  from  any  soil 
depleting  base  to  the  production  of  any  soil  conserving  crop 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  Part  II  of  Northeast 
Region  Bulletin  No.  1,  Revised,  except  that  acreage  of  cropland 
in  soil  conserving  crops,  seeded  prior  to  1936,  may  be  counted  in 
such  determination  if  all  the  cropland  on  the  farm  is  used  in  1936 
for  the  r)roduction  of  soil  consorvine  crops  and  soil  depleting  crops.

Preliminary  Instructions  For  Determination  of  Performance, 
Preparation  of  Report  of  Performance,  Application  For 
Payment  and  Related  Forms.  1./ 


The  follo\7ing  preliminary  instructions  set  forth  the  procedure 
for  establishing  proof  of  performance  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of,  and  for  filing  applications  for  payments  under,  the  193S  Agricultural 
Conservation  Program: 

PART  I.     SU:.0/L4RY  0?  PlIQCEDUPE  FOR  DETEEIvlINING  PEaFOHI.lANCE  AITD  PREPARING 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  P.-mENT 

Section  1.     The  county  office  2/  will  instruct  supervisors  in 
their  duties  and  furnish  each  one  with: 

(a)    The  necessary  measuring  equipment. 

(h)     Copies  of  each  NER  Bulletin  and  each  ajnendment  or  supplement 
thereto. 

(c)    A  map  of  the  locality  in  which  the  supervisor  will  work. 

Section  2.     The  county  office  will  assemble  the  following 
material  for  each  farm  for  use  by  the  supervisor  who  will  visit  that 
farm: 

(a)  Copy  of  work  sheet  filed  for  the  farm  (Form  NER-l). 

(b)  CoiDy  of  each  compliance  form  under  commodity  adjustment 
programs  which  shows  measurements  of  fields  in  the  farm. 

(c)  Copy  of  Form  NER-IO,   "Map  of  Farm". 

(d)  Two  copies  of  Form  NER-11,  "Report  of  Performance".  (These 
may  have  been  filled  out  at  the  county  office  from  informa- 
tion furnished  by  the  operator  of  the  farm.) 

Section  3.    The  supervisor  will  visit  the  farm  aiid: 

(a)    Designate  the  location  of  the  farm  by  v/riting  the  work  sheet 
serial  number  for  such  fo,rm  on  a  county  or  community  map. 


l/    See  separately  issued  instructions  for  farms  on  which  either 
type  61  or  61a  tobacco  was  gro^vn  in  1936. 

2/    The  term  "county"  office,  wherever  used  in  this  Bulletin,  shall 

mean,  those  persons  or  committees  in  the  county  who,  under  author- 
ization of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  are  responsible  for  the 
adiflini  strati  on  of  the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  in  the 
county. 


\a)    Make  the  required  field  measurements  (ydth  the  operate 
assistance) . 

(c)  Prepare  a  map  of  the  farm  on  Form  NSR-IO. 

(d)  Prepare  two  copies  of  the  "Report  Of  Perf  orrnarLce" ,  Porm 
I'JEH-ll.     (If  this  report  has  "been  made  out  at  the  county 
office,  the  super'/isor  will  check  the  report  and,  if  there 
are  any  errors,  prepare  a  corrected  report.) 

(e)  Give  the  operator  one  copy  of  the  "Report  of  Performance". 

(f)  Return  the  other  copy  of  the  "Report  of  Performance",  the 
"Ivlap  of  Farm",  and  all  other  forms  relating  to  the  farm, 
to  the  county  office. 

Section  4.     The  county  office  will: 

(a)  Check  the  "Report  of  Performance"  against  the  "Map  of  Farm" 
and  verify  the  computations  made  by  the  supervisor,  (if 
errors  are  found  which  cannot  he  properly  corrected  in  the 
ccamty  office,  the  map  and  report  v/ill  be  returned  to  the 
supervisor  for  correction.) 

(b)  Prepare  an  "Application  for  Payment",  Form  NER-12,  for  the 
farm  (or  for  the  several  farms  within  the  same  farming  unit 
for  which  joint  application  is  to  be  made). 

(c)  Secure  the  signature(s)  of  the  producer(s)  3/  who  are  to 
share  in  the  payment  for  v/hich  application  is  made. 

(d)  Forward  the  "Application  for  Payment"  together  with  the 
"Report  of  Performance"  to  the  State  office  4/. 

Section  5.     The  State  office  will: 

(a)  Check  each  "Application  for  Payment"  to  ascertain  that  the 
entries  and  signatures  are  complete  and  correct.     (If  errors 
are  found  the  forms  will  be  returned  to  the  county  office 
for  correction.) 

(b)  Forward  the  executed  and  verified  "Application  for  Payment" 

to  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration,  YTashington,  D.  C 

(c)  Retui-n  the  "Report  of  Performance"  to  the  county  office. 

PART  II.     SELEGTIOH  MD  DUTIES  OF  SUPERT^TSORS 

Section  6.  Employment  of  Supervisors. —  For  measuring  fields 
and  othervri.se  checking  performance,   supervisors  should  be  recommended 
by  the  county  office  in  each  county,  and  the  names  submitted  to  the 
State  office  for  appointment.     It  is  suggested  that  supervisors  be 


3/    The  term  "producer",  wherever  used  in  this  bulletin,  includes  an 
owner,  an  operator,  a  share  tenant,  or  a  sharecropper  (as  defined 
in  part  I,  NER-B-1  Revised),  who,  under  the  terms  of  his  lease  or 
operating  agreement,  is  entitled  to  share  in  the  crops,  or  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  grown  on  the  farm  in  1936,  or  an  owner  who  operates 
his  farm  without  any  such  tenant  or  sharecropper,  and  none  other. 

4/  The  term  "State"  office,  wherever  used  in  this  Bulletin,  shallraean, 
those  persons  or  committees  in  the  State,'  who  under  authorization  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  are  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  1936  Agricultural  Consprvation  Program  in  the  State. 
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selected  for  each  100  to  300  work  sheets,  depending  on  the  size  of  the 
farms  in  the  county  and  the  n'lomDer  of  faras  on  ^7hich  performance  is  to 
be  checked  at  the  same  time.  Those  selected  should  "be  persons  who  are 
well  qualified  to  do  the  required  work.  Supervisors  may  or  may  not  "be 
county  or  coramunity  committeemen,  \n.it  insofar  as  po6si"ble  supervisors 
should  "be  persons  who  are  participating  in,  and  who  have  acquired  an 
understanding  of  the  details  of,  the  program. 

Section  7.  Supervisor's  P.eport  to  Cc-inty  Corairiittee Jor  each 
farm  the  supervisor's  report  to  the  county  committee  will  consist  of  a 
map  of  the  farm  (Jonn  IJEH-IO),  the  sheets  on  v/hich  acreage  computations 
are  made,  a  signed  report  of  perforraance  (?o:.Tn  ITER-ll),  and  a  map 
showing  the  location  of  farms  in  the  counby.    Tlie  report  for  each  farm 
will  include  reqi.\ired  measuror,,.>nts  or  estimates  of  acreage,  complete 
data  with  respect  to  crops  and  soil-lrailding  practices,  and  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  producers  sharing  in  the  1936  principal  soil- 
depleting  crop  or  bearing  any  expense  in  carrying  out  the  soil- 
building  practices,  end  other  items  required  for  computation  of  pay- 
ments.    It  will  not  be  necessary  to  prepare  such  report  for  a  farm 
if  none  of  the  owners  or  operators  of  such  farm  is  filing  an  applica- 
tion for  payiHcnt  in  the  county.    The  county  office  should  assemble 
for  each  farm  for  use  by  the  sraperv:  sor  a  copy  of  the  work  sheet  (rorm 
NER-1),  and  a  copy  of  each  compliance  form  for  the  farm  under 
commodity  adjustment  programs  v;hich  shows  measurements-  of  fields  on  the 
farm.    The  supervisors  should  also  have  either  a  United  States 
Geological  Survey  map  for  the  locality,  or  some  similar  accurate  map, 
on  which  to  locate  the  farms  in  the  county  by  work  sheet  serial 
numbers.    For  recording  the  information  obtained  at  the  farm,  the 
supervisor  will  need  one  copy  of  Form  ilER-lO,  "Llap  of  Farm",  two 
copies  of  Form  lIEH-ll,  "Report  of  perf ormarice"  (one  copy  to  be  left 
with  the  operator),  and  copies  of  each  KZB.  Bulletin  and  each  amend- 
ment or  supplement  thereto.    Every  supervisor  before  entering  into 
the  performance  of  his  duties  ra-ast  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
equipment  needed  for  m.aking  measurements  as  suggested  in  section  10, 
and  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  for  the  Northeast  Region. 

PART  III.    F?.EP.'JIATTO:t  OT^  11^  OF  FARM 

Section  8.  Information  to  be  Shown  on  Man  of  Farm. —  A  map 
will  be  prepared  for  each  farm  on  Form  lIER-10  so  as  to  show  the 
location  of  fields  in  the  farm  in  relation  to  one  another  and  to  make 
possible  their  later  identification.    This  identification  is  essential 
if  duplication  of  meas-orsnent  is  to  be  avoided.    The  map  will  also  be 
used  for  recording  necessaxy  data  with  respect  to  farming  operations 
in  1936. 

If  a  farmer  has  had  a  map  made  of  the  farm,  this  map  should  be 
used  insofar  as  it  will  help  in  sketching  field  outlines  ajid  in 
determining  areas  in  fields.    If  a  farmer  has  an  ertra  map  which  he 
will  supply,  such  map  should  be  used  insofar  as  it  is  adaptable  to 
these  instructions,  instead  of  preparing  a  new  map.    Maps  which  are 
prepared  by  supervisors  should  not  be  drawn  to  scale  but  should  show 
the  location  of  fields  in  relation  to  one  another.     In  the  case  of 
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large  farms  it  nay  "be  necessary  to  prepare  two  or  more  laeps,  each 
showing  a  part  of  the  farm. 

The  state  and  coxmty  code  and  work  sheet  serial  nmn'bers  should 
be  entered  on  each  map  for  each  farm  5/. 

The  following  information  is  to  he  entered  on  the  mscp  for  each 
field  in  the  farm: 

(a)    Boundaries  of  the  field, 
(h)    Acreage  in  the  field, 

(c)  Whether  fiel.d  is  crop  land  or  non-crop  lead]  and  for  a 
field  on  which  a  soil- building  practice  is  carried  out, 
whether  such  field  is  hay  or  pas'rure  land, 

(d)  Karne  of  a,ny  soil-depleting  crop  planted  for  harvest  in 
1935. 

(e)  Na-ne  of  a.ny  soil-conserving  crops  grom  in  193S,  showing 
whether  seeded  in  1935  or  in  a  prior  year. 

(f )  Soil-building  practices  carried  out  in  the  field. 

The  location  of  the  farm  in  relationship  to  a  road  or  some 
other  permanent  landmark  should  be  shown  on  the  map . 

The  following  system  for  recording  information  on  sketch  maps 
is  suggested: 

A.  X  ^X  ^X   Use  lines  broken  by  X  for  all  fences. 

B.   Use  solid  lines  to  indicate  other 

permanent  field  boundaries,  and  write  description  of 
boundary  on  the  line,   such  as  road,  ditch,  woods,  etc. 

C.  ________      Use  lines  formed  of  dashes  for  division 

between  crops  in  the  same  field. 

D.  ^    Indicate  measurements  on  the  lines, 

placing  an  arrow  at  each  end  of  the  measurement. 

E.  \i  1 1 1 1 1 1 1 1 1 1  i  1 1\       Use  crosshatching  vathin  solid  lines 
for  buildings. 

r.  iwj  Use  the  letter  ?7  in  a  square  for  "spots" 

or  small  areas  of  non-crop  land  '^dthin  fields  (brush, 
stones,  rock  outcrop,  or  other  waste  land).

[t|  Use  the  letter  T  in  a  square  for  areas 

of  land  planted  to  trees  or  in  woodlots,  sugar  groves,  etc. 


5/    For  farms  in  the  counties  of  Litchfield  and  Fairfield  in  the  Stato 
of  Connecticut,  enter  also  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  Form 
NER-10,  Form  KER-11,  and  Form  lTER-12,  the  name  of  the  township  in 
which  the  farm  is  located. 
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H.  (M-9.5)  Use  the  letter  M  with  the  acreage  figure 
for  measured  acreage.     If  the  measured  acreage  is  taken 
from  another  map,  or  from  a  compliance  form,  indicate  the 
source,  such  as  "wheat  program",  "Surveyor's  map  of  farm", 
etc. 

I,  (E-9.5)  Use  the  letter  E  with  the  acreage  figure 
for  estimated  acreage.

Use  capital  letters  (A,  B,  etc.)  to  des- 
ignate fields  hounded  hy  roads,  ditches,  ^voods,  fences,  etc. 
Suhdivi sions  of  fields  devoted  to  different  uses  sliould  he 
shown  by  small  letters  (a,  h,  etc.).    The  use  of  letters 
will  avoid  confusion  with  the  acreage  figures. 

In  case  of  " double- cropping " ,  that  is,  where  the  land  in  the 
same  field  is  devoted  in  1936  to  more  than  one  crop,  the 
crops  should  he  designated  as  1st,  2nd,  etc. 


Section  9.  When  to  Measure  or  to  Estimate  Acreage. — 


A.  Acres  devoted  to  Soil-Buildinp:  Practices. —  The  acres  de~ 
voted  to  each  practice  should  be  measured  unless  it  is  obvious  from 
an  inspection  of  the  farm  that  the  payment  that  could  be  made  for  the 
soil-building  practices  (if  the  soil-building  allowance  was  large 
enough)  greatly  exceeds  the  soil-building  allowance,  in  which  event 

an  estimate  of  the  acreage  devoted  to  each  practice  will  be  satisfactory. 

B.  Tobacco.  —  The  1935  acreage  of  tobacco  shall  be  measured 
rather  than  estimated,  except  that  estimates  may  be  made  of  the  1935 
acreage  of  tobacco  if  upon  inspection  it  clearly  appears  that  such  acre- 
age has  been  decreased  below  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  base  acreage  by 
an  amount  that  obviously  exceeds  the  maximum  diversion  upon  which  payment 
could    be  made;  namely,  30  percent  of  the  tobacco  soil-depleting  base. 

C.  CroDs  in  the  General  Soil-Depleting  Base.  —  The  1935  acreage 
of  crops  in  the  general  soil-depleting  base  shall,  whenever  possible,  be 
determined  by  determining  the  increase  or  decrease,  if  any,  from  the 
1935  acreage  of  such  crops  as  shovm  in  column  (d)  of  section  I  of  the 
work  sheet.    This  requires  the  determination  of  the  acreage  of  each 
field  or  portion  thereof  devoted  to  crops  in  the  general  soil-depleting 
base  in  1936  which  was  devoted  to  other  uses  in  1935,  and  of  each  field 
or  portion  thereof  devoted  to  crops  in  the  general  soil-depleting  base 
in  1935  and  to  other  uses  in  1936.     If  any  field  upon  which  general 
soil-depleting  crops  are  planted  in  1936  can  be  identified  as  the  same 
field  upon  which  a  particular  crop  was  grown  in  1935,  or  as  a  field 
measured  under  a  commodity  adjustment  program,  the  acreage  of  such  field 
may  be  taken  from  the  work  sheet  or  compliance  form  without  measuring. 

In  cases  where  the  1936  acreage  of  general  soil-depleting  crops 
cannot  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
paragraph,   such  acreage  should  be  measured  except  that  such  acreage  may 
be  estimated  rather  than  measured  (l)  if  application  is  not  made  for  any 
payment  with  respect  to  diversion  from  the  general  soil-depleting  base 
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(either  on  this  farm  alone  or  on  this  farm  in  comcination  vdth  other 
farms  in  the  sane  farming  unit ) ,  or  (2)  if,  upon  inspection,  it  clearly 
appears  that  the  1936  acreage  of  such  crops  has  "been  decreased  below 
the  general  soil-depleting  "base  acreage  by  an  amount  that  obviously 
exceeds  the  maximum  diversion  upon  which  payment  could  be  made;  namely, 
15  percent  of  the  general  soil-depleting  base. 

Section  10.    Making  the  meas'arements . 

A.  Unit  of  measurement .  —  The  standard  unit  of  measurement  to 
be  used  by  all  supervisors  should  be  the  surveyor's  chain,  66  feet  in 
length.    Use  of  the  chain  unit  will  simplify  calculations  since  10 
square  chains  equal  one  acre.    Any  exception  to  the  use  of  the  chain 
unit  must  be  approved  by  the  State  office. 

B.  Measuring  equi-pment.  • —  Counties  will  use  only  such  measuring 
equipment  as  is  approved  by  the  State  office.    Available  equipment 
should  be  used  if  suitable.     The  following  equipment  is  recommended: 

1.  Surveyor's  chain  and  eleven  chaining  pins. 

A  "dog  chain"  or  "tie  chain"  manufactured  of  15-gauge  wire  having 
figure-8- shaped  links  and  with  tenths  of  a  chain  marked  with  numbered 
metal  tags  every  six  and  six-tenths  feet  makes  possible  fairly  accurate 
determination  of  fractional  parts  of  a  chain. 

Chaining  pins  approximately  12  inches  long  may  be  made  from  Ko .  9 
galvanized  wire. 

All  chains  must  be  carefully  calibrated  for  accuracy  with  a 
standard  steel  surveyor's  tape  before  being  used  in  the  field,  and  again 
at  intervals  during  the  season. 

2.  Steel  or  metallic  tapes,   66  feet  or  132  feet  in  length, 
and  eleven  chaining  pins. 

3.  Other  recognized  engineering  equipment  and  methods  of 
land  measurement,  if  approved  by  the  State  office. 

C.  Method  of  measuring.  —  The  producer  or  his  representative 
should  be  asked  to  assist  in  making  field  measurements. 

The  areas  of  fields  will  be  calculated  from  the  measurements  of 
the  sides,  diagonals,  or  other  principal  dimensions  of  the  actual  crop 
areas,  excluding  uncultivated  areas  along  fences  or  roads  or  within 
crop  bounds.     In  the  case  of  cultivated  crops,  one-half  of  the  width  of 
the  row  is  the  distance  allowed  around  the  edge  of  the  field  as  the 
outside  boundary  of  the  field. 

Distances  should  be  measured  to  the  nearest  twentieth  of  a  chain. 
If  chains  are  calibrated  in  tenths,  one-half  of  a  tenth  may  be  estimated. 

Determination  of  field  areas  by  chaining  sides,  diagonals,  or 
other  dimensions,  without  measuring  the  enclosed  angles,  requires  that 
the  field  be  "sized  up"  very  carefully  before  beginning  measuring. 
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First,  the  shape  of  the  field  must  "be  observed  arA  a  rough  preliminaiy 
sketch  made  on  scratch  paper  to  determine  hov7  to  measure  the  field  or, 
if  necessary,  how  to  divide  the  field  into  measurable  areas.    If  the 
land  in  the  field  is  irregular  in  elevation  or  the  distance  is  so 
great  that  a  point  cannot  be  clearly  seen,  a  line  can  be  established  by 
a  person  standing  on  the  elevation  or  at  half-way  point  in  case  of 
distance,  on  whom  the  supervisor  may  si^t  in  determining  lines  or 
bases  of  perpendiculars. 

After  measuring  a  field,  a  definite  proportionate  sketch  of  the 
field  (not  to  exact  scale)  should  be  drawn  on  the  map,  Form  lOlH-lO,  by 
the  supendsor'  and  each  measurement  for  each  field  should  be  indicated 
on  the  map.    Computations  for  each  farm  should  be  made  in  a  note  book  or 
on  sheets  of  paper  which  should  be  filed  with  the  county  committee  along 
with  the  "Map  of  Fai-m"  .    The  computations  for  each  farm  and  field  should 
be  identified  by  work  sheet  serial  number  and  field  symbol  so  that  each 
computation  may  be  chedced  in  the  county  office. 

D.    Fractions. —  Fractions  of  acres  shall  be  expressed  to  the 
nearest  tenth  of  an  acre,  and  fractions  in  hundredths  amounting  to  five  or 
less  shall  be  dropped,  while  those  amounting  to  more  than  five  hundredths 
shall  be  considered  as  a  whole  tenth. 

PJLRT  IV.    PZEPAHATIOU  OF  RSP'ORT  OF  PERFOBIvIiHCE 

Section  11.    Descri-ption  and  Use  of  "Report  of  Performance"  (Form 
ITER-ll).  —  On  this  form  is  to  be  recorded  the  use  of  land  on  the  farm  in 
1936,  the  soil-building  practices  carried  out,  data  with  respect  to 
division  of  payments,  and  other  information  essential  to  making  application 
for  payment.    A  "Report  of  Performance"  is  to  be  filled  out  for  each  farm 
for  which  an  application  is  to  be  filed.    If  two  or  more  farms  are  to  be 
included  in  one  application,  a  separate  "Report  of  Performance"  should 
nevertheless  be  filled  out  for  each  such  farm. 

If  more  than  ofie  farm  is  owned  or  operated  in  the  same  county 
by  the  same  owner  or  operator  and  such  owner  or  operator  is  filing  an 
"Application  for  Payment"  for  any  one  or  more  of  such  farms,  a  separate 
"Report  of  Performance"  must  be  obtained  for  each  of  such  farms  which 
are  owned  or  operated  by  such  ovmer  or  operator. 

The  State  committee  may  adopt  either  of  two  procedures  for  prepara- 
tion of  the  "Report  of  Performance"  in  any  county: 

(a)    Either  the  operator  of  the  farm  may  be  required  to  come  to 
the  county  office  or  other  designated  place  in  the  county  at 
a  specified  time  and  submit  the  data  and  information  to  be 
recorded  on  the  "Report  of  Performance",  in  accordance  with 
section  12  below.     If  this  procedure  is  followed,  the  super- 
visor should  visit  the  farm,  taking  with  him  the  "Report  of 
Performance"  filled  out  in  the  county  office,  and,  in  accord- 
ance with  instructions  contained  in  sections  8,  9,  and  10  of 
part  III  hereof,  should  check  the  data  and  information 
entered  on  such  "Report  of  Performance",  and  file  his  report 
with  the  committee;  or 


(t)    The  sapemrisor  should,  after  checking  performance  on  the  farm 
and  preparing  "Map  of  Farm"  (Form  lJER-10),  fill  out  the 
"Report  of  Performance"  in  accordance  with  instructions  con- 
tained in  section  12  "below. 

Section  12.    Data  an.d  Information  to  he  Sntered  on  Re-port  of 
Performance .  —  The  State  and  co-ojity  code  and  work  sheet  serial  numher 
should  he  entered  on  the  "Report  of  Performance"  for  each  farm.  5/  The 
data  and  information  required  to  be  entered  in  each  section  of  the  "Report 
of  Performance"  are  as  follows: 

1.     Section  I  -  Utilization  of  Land  in  1936.  —  Inter  in  section  I, 
lines  1-15,  the  actual  1936  acreage  devoted  to  soil-depleting  crops  (in- 
cluding the  actual  acreage  of  interplanted  orchards,  vineyards,  and  nursery 
stock  which  were  devoted  to  soil-depleting  crops  on  the  farm  in  1936) 
whether  on  crop  land  or  not . 

Soil-pe-pleting  Crops: 

Line  1.    For  farms  on  which  tohacco  is  grown,  enter  the 
1936  harvested  acreage  (other  than  types  61  and  61a). 

Line  2.  Enter  the  acreage  of  all  com  grovm  for  harvest 
in  1936  for  grain,  silage,  and  fodder,  sweet  corn  for  market  or 
canning,  and  popcorn. 

Line  3.    Enter  the  acreage  of  all  wheat  grown  for 
harvest  in  1936,  whether  gro\7n  alone  or  as  the  nurse  crop.

Linos  8  .^nd  9.    Enter  the  acreage  of  Irish  and  sweet  pota- 
toes, and  of  sweet  sorghums,  respectively,  grown  for  har\-est  in 
1936,  except  sweet  sorghums  harvested  for  seed. 

Lines  11  to  15.    Enter  on  these  lines  the  names,  and  the 
acreage  grown  for  harvest  in  1935,  of  any  soil-depleting  crops  not 
listed  above  and  also  for  any  soil-depleting  crops  interplanted  in 
orchards,  vineyards,  or  nursery  stock.    Enter  the  actual  acreage  of 
the  interplanted  soil-depleting  crop  and  indicate  in  parenthesis

Line  14.    Enter  the  total  acreage  of  truck  and  vegetable

Line  15.    Enter  the  total  of  all  acreages  on  lines  2  and 
14,  inclusive,  except  acreages  which  are  circled  to  show  "double- 
cropping"  . 

Double- Cropping;    Acreage  on  which  "double-cropping" 
occurred  should  be  counted  only  once,  but  all  crops  grown  on  such 
acreage  should  be  entered  on  the  "Report  of  Performance"  with  all 
but  one  crop  enclosed  in  a  circle.    If  both  a  soil-depleting  and 
a  soil-conserving  crop  were  grown  in  1936  on  the  same  acreage,  the 
axireage  should  be  counted  as  soil-depleting,  and  a  circle  should 
be  drawn  around  the  name  and  acreage  of  the  soil-conserving  crop, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  2  of  Part  IV  of  NER-E-1, 
revised,  and  supplements  thereto. 

Soil-Conserving  Crops:- 

Enter  on  lines  16-25  the  acreage  devoted  to  soil-conserving

buckwheat,  rape,  wheat,  sowed  corn,  winter  pastured  or  not,  and 
grain  mixtures,  turned  under  as  green  manure;   (d)  any  of  the 
annual  grasses,  perennial  grasses,  annual  legumes,  biennial 
legumes,  or  perennial  legumes  listed  in  Section  2  of  Part  IV

Pro- 
ducers who  expended  money,  who  furnished  supplies  or  materials,  or  v/ho 
performed  le.bor,  for  carrying  out  a  practice  incurred  expense  for  such 
practice. 

5,  Section  V  -  Other  Farms  Owned  end  Op-^rated  in  County.  —  Enter 

in  section  V  the  work  sheet  serial  numbers  for  other  farms  in  the  county  ' 
owned  or  operated  by  the  owner  or  share  tenant  of  the  farm  covered  by 
the  "Heport  of  Performance",     Section  V  of  the  work  sheet  contains  a 
statement  as  to  the  number  of  such  farms  so  owned  or  operated  at  the  time 
the  work  sheet  was  filed. 

6,  Section  VI  -  Supervisor's  Si!g:nature,  —  If  the  supervisor, 
after  checking  and  verifying  the  data  and  information  entered  on  the 
"Report  of  Performance",  finds  that  such  data  and  information  are  true 
and  correct,  he  shall  sign  the  report. 

If,  however,  after  checking  and  verifying  such  data  and  informa- 
tion, the  supervisor  finds  that  changes  or  corrections  in  such  data  and 
information  are  necessary,  he  shall  fill  out  a  nev;  "Report  of  Performance" 
containing  the  correct  data  and  information,  which  he  sliall  sign.

Section  15.     Land  Which  Mav  be  Included  Under  a  Single  Application. ~ 
In  no  event  shall  a  single  application  be  submitted  covering  more  than  one 
farming  unit,  or  less  than  a  farm.    A  single  application  may  be  submitted  for 
individual  farms  within  a  farming  unit  for  which  separate  work  sheets  have 
been  filed.

soil-building  practices  carried  out  on  the  land  covered  by  the  applica- 
tion. 

2,  Applications  covering  two  or  more  farms;     If  two  or 
more  farms  in  the  same  farming:;  unit  are  to  be  included  in  one  applica- 
tion, the  names  and  addresses  of  each  producer  who  shares  in  the  principal 
soil-depleting  crop  grown  on  any  such  farm  in  1936,  and  the  names  and 
addresses  of  each  producer  who  incurred  expense  with  respect  to  ca.rrying 
out  any  soil-building  practice  on  such  farms  in  1936,  should  be  entered 

in  section  VI,    The  entries  to  be  made  in  section  VI  of  the  application 
with  respect  to  the  division  of  the  class  I  and  class  II  payments  for 
such  farming  unit  shall  be  determined  as  follows: 

a.     Share  in  class  I  payment;     For  each  farm  covered  by 
such  application  apportion  to  each  producer  sharing 
in  the  principal  soil-dp  leting  Crop  grown  on  such 
farm  in  1936  a  number  o.  acres  equal  to  the  total

class  II  payment  for  the  land  covered  by  such  applica- 
tion shall  be  divided  between  such  producers  in  accord- 
ance with  the  percenta.ges  so  entered.     The  sum  of  such 
entries  for  e,ll  such  producers  should  equal  100, 

Section  18.     Si^-;natures, — 

A,     Time  and  iviothod  of  Obtal  ling  Si^-natures,     Fxien  the 
application  has  been  made  out  the  signatures  of  interested  producers  should 
be  obtained.     Each  signature  should  be  witnessed.    Each  signature  by  mark 
must  be  witnessed  by  one  person  whose  name  must  be  in  the  original  and 
handwritten,    A  person  interested  in  the  payments  under  the  application 
may  witness  the  signatures  of  other  persons. 

If  for  any  reason  the  signs.ture  of  a  producer  who  otherwise  would 
share  in  the  payment  cannot  be  obtained  to  an  application  covering  only 
one  farm,  the  reason  why  such  producer  did  not  si^^n  should  be  written 
in  the  application  as  paragraph  H  of  liection  I,     Por  expjnple:     "John  Doe 
refused  to  sign";  or  "John  Doe  cannot  be  located";  or  "John  Doe  is 
traveling  and  cannot  be  reached."    In  cases  where  an  application  covers 
only  one  farm,  payment  may  be  made  to  any  producer  listed  in  section  VI 
who  does  not  sign  the  application  if  a,t  some  later,  time  such  producer 
submits  a  supplementary  application  for  payment  in  axcordance  vdth  such 
instruction  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 

An  application  covering  two  or  more  fa.rms  must  be  signed  by  all 
interested  producers. 
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B,    form  of  and  Authority  for  Signatures.  Instructions 
with  respect  to  the  form  of  end  authority  for  signatures  will  ho  in- 
cluded in  this  "bulletin  as  finally  approved  and  issued, 

Section-19.     Certification  —  Sections  VIII  and  IX  of  the 
Application. — 

A,  Certificate  of  Inspection. — Section  VIII.     In  this 
section  either  the  supervisor  or  committeoma-n  who  inspected  the  farm 
should  certify  that  the  data  and  information  entered  in  the  application 
were  determined  by  him  or  under  his  supervision  and  were  determined  in 
accordance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation 
Program  set  forth  in  the  several  bulletins  end  supplements  applicable 

in  the  Northeast  Region  and  that  the  same  are  a  true  and  complete  report 
of  the  operations  on  the  farm  in  1936. 

B,  Certificate  of  County  Committee — Section  IX,  The 
county  committee  shall  review  all  applications  for  payment  and  the 
reports  of  supervisors,  and  after  the  committee  has  satisfied  itself 
that  the  representations  entered  in  the  applications  are  true,  and  that 
the  data  were  determined  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  1936 
Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  one  member  of  the  Committee  shall  sign 
the  certification  for  the  committee  in  section  IX.     If  a  county  committee- 
man signed  in  section  VIII,  a  different  county  committeeman  should  sign

Section  .20.    Preparation  of  STommary  Sheets. —  When  a  substantial 
number  of  a.pplications  for  payment  (approximately  100  is  suggested  a-s  a 
guide)  he.ve  been  completed  in  the  county  office,  the  applications  and 
the  accompanying  "Reports  of  Performance"  should  be  arranged  by  communities 
in  tne  order,  insofar  as  practical,  in  which  work  sheets  in  the  communities 
were  arranged  on  the  listing  sheets,  Perm  NER-9  (see  NER-B-3,  section  8). 
Data  from  the  completed  "Reports  of  Performance"  and  the  completed  "Applica- 
tions for  Payment"  will  be  listed,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
in  section  21  below,  on  Porm  KER-14,  "Summary  Sheet". 

The  "Summary  Sheet"  should  be  prepared  in  the  county  office,  but 
in  those  co\inties  where  such  procedure  is  not  practicable  the  county 
office,  after  arranging  the  "Applications  for  Payment"  by  communities, 
may  transmit  such  applications  to  the  State  office  v/ith  an  accompanying 
letter  of  transmittal,     Por  those  counties  in  which  the  latter  procedure 
is  followed,  the  "Suirmary  Sheets"  should  be  prepared  in  the  State  office. 

Section  21,    Entries  on  Summary  Sheets, — Enter  in  the  spaces  in 
the  upper  left-hand  corner  of  each  "Summary  Sheet"  the  name  of  the 
county,  the  name  of  the  State,  the  name  of  the  community,  and  the 
"Summary  Sheet"  number  beginning  with  number  1  for  each  commiinity. 

Enter  in  coliimns  (1)  and  (2),  respectively,  the  serial  number  of 
the  application  and  the  serial  number(s)  of  the  corresponding  work  sheet(s). 
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In  those  cases  in  which  two  or  more  fs.rms  have  been  included  londer  a  single 
application  for  payment,  the  serial  numbers  of  all  the  work  sheets  for  the 
farms  covered  by  the  single  application  should  be  entered  in  column  (2), 

In  column  (3)  enter  the  name  of  the  operator  or  owner. 

In  col"umn  (4)  enter  the  number  of  producers  applying  for  payment 
under  e£,ch  application. 

Except  for  column  (13),  the  entries  to  be  made  in  columns  (5) 
to  (22),  inclusive,  represent  specific  items  or  combination  of  items 
taken  from  the  "Reports  of  Performance"  and  do  not  require  detailed 
explanation. 

Tor  column  (13),  enter  in  the  heading  the  name  of  the  most 
important  soil-depleting  crop  in  the  county  for  which  a  najne  is  not 
printed  in  the  other  column  headings,  and  list  the  1935  acreage  of  such 
crop. 

Section  22.     Transmittal  of  Applications  to  State  Office, — 
After  the  "Summary  Sheets"  are  prepared  in  the  county  office,  they 
should  be  used  by  the  county  office  as  transmittal  sheets  for  forwarding 
the  completed  applications  and  corresponding  "Reports  of  Performance" 
listed  on  such  "Summary  Sheets",     Por  each  delayed  shipment  of  applica- 
tions a  supplementary  "Summary  Sheet"  will  be  prepared  and  used  as  a 
transmittal  sheet. 

In  those  cases  where  the  "Summary  Sheet"  is  to  be  prepared  in  ■ 

the  State  office,  the  accompanying  letter  of  transmittal  from  the  county 

office  to  the  State  office,  as  provided  in  section  20  above,  should 

state  the  neme  of  the  coiamunity  for  ea,ch group  of  applicatio-ns  ajid  the 

number  of  applications  being  forwarded  from  that  community.

Section  1.     The  county  office  2/'  will'  instruct  supervisors  in  their 
duties  and  furnish  each  one  with: 

(a)     The  necessary  measuring  equipment. 

(h)     Copies  of  each  HER  Bulletin  and  ee.ch  amendment  or 

supplement  thereto, 
(c)     A  map  of  the  locality  in  which  the  supervisor  will  work. 

Section  2.     The  county  office  will  assomhle  the  following  material  for 
each  farm  for  use  "by  the  supervisor  v;ho  will  visit  that  farm: 

(a)     Copy  of  work  sheet  filed  for  the  farm  (Porm  iJER-l) . 
(h)     Copy  of  each  compliance  form  under  commodity  adjustment 
progrejns  which  shows  measurements  of  fields  in  the  farm, 

(c)  Copy  of  Porm  KER-IO,  "Liap  of  Parm". 

(d)  Two  copies  of  Porm  KER-11,  "Report  of  Performance". 
(These  may  have  heen  filled  out  at  the  county  office  from 
information  furnished  "by  the  oporctor  of  the  fa.rm.) 

Section  3.    The  supervisor  will  visit  the  farm  and: 

(a)     Designate  the  location  of  the  farm  "by  writing  the  work  sheet 
serial  nuraher  for  such  farm  on  a  county  or  cor.L:Tunity  nap. 

(h)    KirJke  the  required  field  moasureuents  (with  the  operator's 
assistance) . 

(c)  LiaJce  corrections  on  \;ork  shoots  in  causes  where  mea,surenents 
indicate  the  original  entries  wore  incorrect, 

(d)  Prepare  a  map  of  the  farm  on  Form  IIER-IO  where  required. 

(e)  Prepare  two  copies  of  the  "Report  of  Performance",  Porn  lIER-11, 
(If  this  report  ha.s  "been  made  out  at  the  county  office,  the 
supervisor  will  check  the  report  and,  if  there  are  any  errors, 
prepare  &  corrected  report.) 

(f)  Give  the  operator  one  copy  of  the  "Report  of  Performance". 

(g)  Return  the  other  copy  of  the  "Report  of  Performance",  the  "I.iap 
of  Parm",  and  all  other  forms  relating  to  the  farm,  to  the 
county  office.

PART  II.     Si:L£CTION  aIIS  DUTIES  OF  SUPERVISORS 

Section  6.    Employment  of  Supervisors.  —  Por  measuring  fields  and 
otherv/iae  checking  performence,  supervisors  should  be  recommended  by  the  county 
office  in  each  coiuity,  and  the  names  submitted  to  the  State  office  for  appoint- 
ment.    It  is  suggested  that  supervisors  be  selected  for  each  100  to  300  work 
sheets,  depending  on  the  size  of  the  farms  in  the  county  and  the  number  of 
farms  on  which  performance  is  to  be  checked  at  the  same  time.    Those  selected 
should  be  persons  who  are  v/ell  qiialified  to  do  the  required  work.  Supervisors 
may  or  may  not  be  county  or  comm\inity  committeemen,  but  insofar  as  possible 
supervisors  should  be  persons  who  are  participating  in,  and  v/ho  have  acquired 
an  understan.ding  of  the  details  of,  the  program. 


3/    The  term  "producer",  v/herever  used  in  this  bulletin,  includes  an  owner, 
an  operator,  a  share  tenant,  or  a  share-cropper,   (as  defined  in  part  I,  NER- 
B-1  Revised)     who,  under  the  terms  of  his  lease  or  operating  agreement,  is 
entitled  to  share  in  the  crops,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  grown  on  the  fi^rm  in

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Section  7.     Supervisor's  Report  to  County  Committee.  —  For  each  farm 
the  supervisor's  report  to  the  county  committee  will  consist  of  a  map  of  the 
farm  (Form  NER-IO) ,  tha  sheets  on  which  acreage  coz^jutat ions  are  made,  a 
signed  report  of  performance  (Form  IIZH-ll)  ,  and  a  map  shovring  the  location  of 
farms  in  the  coimty.     (A  "Map  of  the  Parm"  and  the  sheet  showing  acreage 
computations  need  not  be  submitted  unless  measurements  of  acreage  are  made.) 
The  report  for  each  farm  will  include  required  measurements  or  esti:;.ates  of 
acrec^e,  complete  do.ta  with  respect  to  crops  ejid  soil-building  practices,  cjid 
the  n^jnes  end  addresses  of  all  producers  sharing  in  the  1936  principal  soil- 
depleting  crop  or  bearing  any  expense  in  carrying  out  the  soil-building 
practices,  and  other  items  required  for  computation  of  payments.     It  will  not 
be  necessary  to  prepare  such  report  for  a  farm  if  none  of  the  owners  or 
operators  of  such  farm  is  filing  aji  application  for  payment  in  the  county.  The 
county  office  should  assemble  for  each  farm  for  use  by  the  supervisor  a  copy 
of  the  work  sheet  (Form  NSH-l)  ,  and  a  copy  of  each  compliajice  form  for  the 
fa.rm  under  commodity  adjustment  programs  which  shows  measurements  of  fields  on 
the  farm.     The  supervisors  should  also  have  either  a  United  States  Geologica.1 
Survey  map  for  the  locality,  or  some  similar  accurate  map,  on  which  to  locate 
the  farms  in  the  county  by  work  sheet  serial  numbers.     For  recording  the 
information  obte,ined  at  the  farm,  the  supervisor  will  need  one  copy  of  Form 
NES.-10,  "Map  of  Farm",  two  copies  of  Form  li£E-ll,  "Report  of  Performance" 
(one  copy  to  be  left  with  the  operator),  and  copies  of  each  NFR  Bulletin  and 
each  ajnendment  or  supplement  thereto.    Every  supervisor  before  entering  into 
the  performance  of  his  duties  must  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  equipment 
needed  for  making  measurements  as  suggested  in  section  10,  ajid  with  all  the 
provisions  of  the  1936  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  for  the  Northeast 
Region. 

PART  III.     PREPARATIOi^  OF  iviAP  OF  FARM 

Section  8.     Information  to  be  shown  on  Map  of  Farm.  —  For  each  farm,  on 
which  acreage  measurements  are  made,  a  map  will  be  prepared  on  Form  NER-10  so 
as  to  show  the  location  of  fields  in  the  farm  in  relation  to  one  ajiother  and 
to  make  possible  their  later  identification.     This  identification  is  essential 
if  duplication  of  measurement  is  to  be  avoided.     The  map)  will  also  be  used  for 
recording  necessary  data  with  respect  to  farming  operations  in  1936.     For  all 
other  farms  for  which  only  estimates  of  acreage  are  made,  maps  need  not  be 
prepared. 

If  a  fa,rmer  has  had  a  map  made  of  the  farm,  this  map  should  bo  used  in- 
sofar as  it  v/ill  help  in  sketching  field  outlines  and  in  determining  areas  in 
fields.     If  a-  farmer  has  an  extra  map  which  he  v/ill  supply,  such  map  should  be 
used  insofar  as  it  is  adaptable  to  these  instructions,   instead  of  preparing  a 
new  map.    Maps  which  are  prepared  by  supervisors  should  not  be  drawn  to  scale 
but  should  be  so  drawn  that  a.  person  unfsjnilia.r  v/ith  the  farm  could  readily 
locate  (l)  the  location  of  fields  in  relation  to  one  another,   (2)  the  measured 
s-^eas,  and  (3)  the  fields  on  which  soil-building  pra-cticos  were  cajriod  out. 
In/case  of  large  farms  it  may  be  necesso-ry  to  prepare  two  or  more  maps,  each 
showing  a  part  of  the  farm. 

The  State  and  county  code  and  work  sheet  seria-1  numbers  should  be 
entered  on  each  map  for  each  farm  5/. 

5/    For  farms  in  the  counties  of  Litchfield  end  Fairfield  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  enter  also  in  the  upper  right  hcnd  corner  of  Form  NSR-IO,  Form

The  location  of  the  farm  in  relationship  to  a  road  or  some  other 
permanent  landmark  should  be  shown  on  the  map.

2.  If  an  ustiiTiate  "oy  the  Supervisor  of  the  area  of  a  field  upon  which 
a  pra,ctice  has  been  carried  out  ccnfoi-ins  to  a  recent  neasurement  of  such  field 
in?de  for  a  purpose  unconnected  with  tne  program,  or 

3.  If  there  is  satisfactory  evidence  that    the  quantity  of  materials 
which  have  heen  applied  to  a  field  is  equivalent  to  the  quantity  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  particular  practice  on  the  area  in  s^ach  field  as  estimated 
hy  the  supervisor. 

B.  Tohacco  ^  The  1936  acrer:;^e  of  tobacco  -shall  ho  measured  rather  then 
astiruated,  except  th&t  estimates  raay  oe  made  of  the  1936  acreage  of  tohacco  if 
upon  inspection  it  cleaxly  o.ppears  that  such  acreo^e  has  been  decreased  below 
the  tobe.cco  soil-depleting  base  acreage  by  an  cjiio"'^t  th^it  obviously  exceeds  the 
maximum  diversion  upon  whicn  pa^jTiient  could  be  made;  nomely,  30  percent  of  the 
tobacco  so il-depletin^i  base. 

Crops  in  the  Genaral  So il-De]jle ting  Ease.  —  The  1936  acreage  of  crops 
in  the  general  soil-depleting  base  shall  be  determined  in  all  cases  where 
applicr.tion  is  to  be  made  for  a  class  I  payment  for  diversion  from  the  general 
soil-depleting  basu.    This  acrec^e  shodl,  whenever  possible,  be  determined  by 
determining  the  increase  or  decrease,  if  say,  from  the  1S35  acreage  of  such 
crops  as  shown  in  colrjnn  (D)  of  section  I  of  the  work  sheet.     This  requires  the 
dfc termination  of  the  r-.creage  of  each  field  or  portion  theroof  devoted  to  crops 
in  the  general  soil-depleting  base  in  1936  which  was  devoted  to  other  uses  in 
1935,  and  of  each  field  or  portion  theroof  devoted  to  crops  in  the  general  soil- 
depleting  base  in  1935  ojid  to  other  uses  in  1956.     If  aiay  field  upon  which 
general  soil-depleting  crops  are  planted  in  1036  can  be  identified  as  the  sane 
field  upon  which  a  particular  soil-dcpletiiig  crop  was  grown  in  1935,  or  as  a 
field  measured  under  a  commodity  adjustment  program,  the  acreage  of  such  field 
may  be  taken  from  the  work  sheet  or  compliance  form  without  measuring,  or  if  an 
estliflate  by  the  Supervisor  of  the  ai'ea.  of  the  field  conforms  to  a  recent 
measurement  of  such  field  made  for  a  purpose  uncr.nn.jctod  with  the  prograin,  s^jich 
previous  measui'ement  may  be  used. 

In  cases  whore  the  1936  acrer.ge  of  general  soil-depletiiv;  crops  ccnaot 
be  determined  in  accordi-nce  with  the  prov:..sions  of  the  precediD^;^  po.ragraph, 
such  acreage  should  bo  measured  except  that  sucn  acreage  may  bo  estim:..tel 
rather  than  measvjred  (l)  if  ^application  is  not  mcde  for  eziy  payjient  with  respect 
to  diversion  from  the  general  soil-depleting  base  (either  on  this  farm  aione  or 
on  this  fe-.rm  in  combination  vrith  other  farms  in  the  scauo  faming  -inif) ,  or 
(2)   if^  upon  inspection,   it  clearly  a,ppoars  that  the  1935  acreage  of  such  crops 
has  been  decreased  below  the  generoJ.  soil-depleting  base  acrcr'^e  by  ct.  anount 
that  obviously  exceeds  the  mr-ximum  diversion  upon  v;hich  payment  could  be  made; 
namely,  15  percent  of  the  generid.  soil-depleting  base. 
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Section  10.    I.lakinis:  the  measurements. 

A.    Unit  of  measurement.     —  The  standard  unit  of  measurement  to  "be 
used  by  all  supervisors  should  be  the  surveyor's  chain^  &6  feet  in  lengxtb. 
Use  of  the  chain  unit  will  siii5)lify  calculations  since  10  square  chains  equal 
one  acre.    Any  exce^jtion  to  the  use  oi  the  chain  unit  must  be  ajoj^roved  by  the 
State  office. 

3,    Measuring  equipment.  —  Counties  will  use  only  such  measuring 
oquijraent  as  is  approved  by  the  State  office.    Available  equipment  should  be 
used  if  suitable.    The  following  equipment  is  recommended: 

1,  Surveyor's  chain  ajid  eleven  chaining  pins. 

A  "dog  chain"  or  "tie  chain"  manufactured  of  15-gauge  wire  having 
figure- 8- shaped  links  and  with  tenths  of  a  chain  marked  with  numbered  metal 
tags  every  six  and  six-tenths  feet  makes  possible  fairly  accurate  determina- 
tion of  fractional  parts  of  a  chain. 

Chaining  pins  e.pproximately  12  inches  long  may  be  made  from  No.  9 
gaJ-VCJiized  wire. 

All  chains  must  be  co.rofully  calibrated  for  accuracy  with  a  standard 
steel  sur-voyor's  tape  before  being  used  in  the  field,  and  agc-in  at  intervals 
during  the  season. 

2,  Steel  or  metallic  tapes,  66  feet  or  132  feet  in  lengtii, 
and  eleven  che.ining  pins. 

3,  Other  recognized  engineering  equipment  and  methods  of  land 
measurement,  if  approved  by  the  State  office. 

C.    iiethod  of  measuring.  —  The  producer  or  his  representative  should 
be  asked  to  assist  in  m?k:ing  field  measurements. 

The  areas  of  fields  will  be  calculated  from  the  measurements  of  the  sides, 
diagonols,  or  other  principal  dinensions  of  the  actual  crop  areas,  excluding 
uncult ivc.ted  areas  aJong  fences  or  roads  or  within  crop  bounds.    In  the  ce.so  of 
culiiva-ted  crops,  one-half  of  the  widtn  of  the  row  should  serve  as  a  guide  in 
deterr.iining  the  distojico  allowed  around  the  edge  of  the  field  as  the  outside 
boundary  of  the  field. 

Distances  should  be  measured  to  the  nearest  twentieth  of  a  chain.  If 
chains  are  calibro.ted  in  te:iths,  one-half  of  a,  tenth  may  be  esti;.iated. 

Determination  of  field  area,s  by  cha,ining  sides,  diacona.ls,  or  other 
dir.ionsions,  v;ithout  measuring  the  enclosed  ajigles,  requires  that  the  field  be 
"sized  up"  very  ca,refully  before  beginning  mea.suring,    First,  the  shape  of  the 
field  must  be  observed  ajid  a  rough  preliminary  sketch  na-dc  on  scratch  pa.per 
to  determine  how  to  measure  the  field,  or,   if  necessary,  how  to  divide  the 
field  into  measureable  areas.     If  the  land  in  the  field  is  irregular  in 
elevation  or  the  distance  is  so  great  that  a  point  cannot  be  clearly  seen, 
a  line  can  be  esta.blished  by  a  person  standing  on  the  elevation  or  at  half- 
way point  in  case  of  distance,  on  wnora  the  supervisor  may  sight  in  determining 
lin=!S  or  bases  of  perpendiculars. 
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After  measuring  a  field,  a  definite  prorjortionate  sketch  of  the  field 
(not  to  exact  scale)  should  be  dravm  on  the  map,  Form  NEH-10,  "by  the  supervisor 
and  each  measurement  for  each  field  should  he  indico.ted  on  the  map.     Computat ioni 
for  each  farm  should  he  made  in  a  note  book  or  on  sheets  of  paper  which  snould 
be  filed  with  the  county  committee  along  with  the  "Map  of  I'arm".  The 
computations  for  each  farm  and  field  should  be  identified  by  work  sheet  serial 
number  and  field  symbol  so  that  each  computation  may  be  checked  in  the  covjity 
office . 

^Fractions. — fractions  of  ncros  shall  be  expressed  to  the  nearest 
tenth  of  an  acre,  cjid  fractions  in  hundredths  cjcounting  to  five  or  less  shall 
be  dropped,  while  those  c'jnounting  to  ;nore  than  five  hundredths  shall  be 
considered  as  a  whole  tenth.

A  "Report  of 
Performance"  is  to  be  filled  out  for  each  fcxm  for  which  on  application  is  to 
be  filed.     If  two  or  more  farms  are  to  be  included  in  one  application,  a 
separate  "Report  of  Performoncc"  should  nevertheless  be  filled  out  for  each 
such  farm. 

If  more  thou  one  farm  is  owned  or  operated  in  tne  seme  county  by  the 
Sc-jno  owner  or  operator  and  such  ^owner  or  operator  is  filing  on  "Application 
for  Payment"  for  eny  one  or  more  of  such  farms,  a  separate  "Report  of  Performance' 
must  be  obtained  for  each  of  such  farm*  which  are  owned  or  operated  by  such 
owner  or  operator. 

The  State  committee  ma^y  adopt  either  of  two  procedures  for  preparation 
of  the  "Report  of  Performance"  in  any  county: 

(a)  Either  the  operc.tor  ox"  the  farm  may  be  required  to  come  to  the 
county  office  or  other  designated  pla.ce  in  the  county  at  a 
specified  time  and  submit  the  data  and  informa.tion  to  be  recorded 
on  the  "Report  of  Peri ormonce " ,  in  accordance  with  section  12 
below.     If  this  procedure  is  followed,  the  supervisor  should  visit 
the  farm,  teicing  with  him  the  "Report  of  Performance"  filled  out 

in  the  county  office,  end,  in  accordance  with  instructions  contain- 
ed in  sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  part  III  hereof,  should  check  the 
detca  and  information  entered  on  such  "Report  of  Performance",  end 
file  his  report  with  the  coramittoe;  or 

(b)  The  supervisor  should,  after  checking  performence  on  the  fejrra  and 
preparing  "Map  of  Parm"  (Porm  HER-10)  ,  fill  out  the  "Report  of 
Pij;rforraance "  in  iiccordence  v/ith  instructions  contained  in  section 
12  below. 

Section  12.     Date,  and  Inf orr.ie.t ion  to  be  entered  on  Report  of  Performence. - 
The  State  end  county  code  end  work  sheet  serial  number  should  be  entered  on  the

The  resulting  yield  and  index  should  be  expressed  in  v/hole  numbers 
and  any  portions  of  f ivo-tonths  or  less  should  be  dropped, 

(For  division  of  payments  v/hen  two  or  more  farms  are  included  in  one 
application  see  subsection  3  of  Section  17  belov/.) 

Section  16.    Serial  Numbers  of  Applications.  -  Applications  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively  beginning  with  the  nu:aber  1  in  each  county  and  such 
serial  number  should  be  entered  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner  in  the  space 
provided  on  the  form.

fcrra,  the  reason  why  such  producer  did  not  sign  should  be  written  in  the 
application  as  paragraph  H  of  section  I.    For  example;  "John  Doe  refused 
to  si^"n";  or  "John  Doe  cajinot  "be  located";  or  "John  Doe  is  traveling  and 
cannot  be  reached".     In  cases  vmere  an  application  covers  only  one  farm, 
payment  niey  be  made  to  any  producer  listed  in  soctiofi  VI  v/ho  does  not  sign 
the  application  if  at  some  later  time  such  producer  submits  a  supplementary 
application  for  payment  in  accordajaco  v/ith  such  instmctions  as  mey  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Secrete,ry  of  Agriculture. 

An  application  covering  two  or  more  farms  must  be  aigned  by  all  in- 
torcstod  producers, 

3.    Form  cf  and  Authority  for  Si^naturus.     Signatures  should  be  in 
the  forms  indicated  as  correct  below.     The  community  and  county  committees 
must  determine  that  each  person  who  signs  an  application  in  a  representative 
or  fiduciary  capacity  (as  agent,  officer  of  a  corporation,  executor,  etc.) 
is  properly  authorized  to  sign  in  such  capacity.     If  the  committee  does  not 
have  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  such  pt:;rson  is  properly  authorized  to  sign  in 
such  capacity,  the  committee  should  require  the  presentation  of  documonta.ry 
proof  of  authority  (refer  to  Form  ACP-16  for  a  detailed  exploration  of  what 
types  of  documentary  authority  should  be  accepted).    The  execution  of  the 
"Certificate  of  County  Committee"  (section  IX  of  the  Application)  shall  con- 
stitute a  certif ico.t ion  on  behalf  of  the  committee  tha.t  the  person  who  signs 
the  c-jjplication  in  a  representative  or  fiduciary  capacity  possesses  the 
necessary  authority  to  so  sign.    Documentary  proof  of  authority  in  such  cases 
may  be  returned  to  the  producer  or  retained  in  the  county  office  files  with  the 
county  office  copy  of  the  application.     It  should  not  be  forwarded  to  the  State 
office.
